ing 1147 have given fatisfation unto: But the Arty having then no knoy.- 
ledge thereof, it was thus paſſed and delivered ro me, and I cannor bur ſend 
it to them : you may then ſee what they then did remaine unſatisfied in, 
Underſtanding, that his Majeſty and your Commiſſioners were much 
raitened and difzccommo lated in the Horſe of Childerley, I went thithy 
y:iterday to adviſe with your Committoners about the diſpoiall of his 
Majeſty, for more convenizncy to himſ.lfe and them, then that place did 
aford : The Commiſſioners were pleaſed wholly to refale giving of any ad. 
viſe or opinion at all in the buſinefl», and therefore the King acclaring his 
Reſolution not to goe back to Heldenby, unlefle he were forced, yet com- 
plaining much of the inconyentency he uttered where he was, and preſſing 
for a remove to N:w-Market, and your Commiſſioners not jJadging it incon. 
venient for him to be thzre : I ordered Col. J/halley this day to attend his Mas 
jeſty, and the Commiſſioners thither, with a truſty and ſufficient Guard of 
two Regiaments of Horſe, which accordingly was this day done, and his 
Majeſty, with the Commiſſioners,gone to New Market but not througn Cam- 
bridge. This buſinefle taking np the whole time yelterday, and it being ne- 
ceſlary his Majeſty ſhould be diſpoſed of : before the place of Rendezyoure 
could well bee reſolved on, this morning at a Councell of Warre, it was 
judged inconvenient, and ſcarce poſſible to draw to a Rendezvoaze to mor- 
row early enough to diſpatch any thing : Therefore it is appointed on Thurt- 
day morning at nine of the Clocke: and in regard of his Majeſties going to 
New-Market, it was thought fit by the Councell of Warre, that the place of

\ Table Houſe of Commons being unſeaſonably prepol- 
ſeſled with a Copie thereof, and ( as by the ſequell 

2 weſuppoſe )with ſome ſtrange miſrepreſentations 

: of the carriage and intentions of the ſame, was 

induced to ſend down an Order for ſuppreſſing the Petition, and within 

two-or three daycs after, upon further miſinformation, and ſcandalous 
ſuggeſtions, of the like or worſe nature, and by the indire@ practiſe of 

ſome malicious and:miſcheiyous perſons ( as we ſuppoſe) ſurprizing or 0- 

therwiſe abuſing 'the Parliament. A Declaration was publiſhed in the 

name of both Houſes, highly cenſuring the ſaid Petition, and declaring 
the Petitioners, if they ſhould proceed thereupon, no leſle then enemies 
ro the State, and diſturbers of the publick peace. And whereas at the 
ſame time and fince, divers eminent Officers of the Army have been 
brought into queſtion and trouble about the ſaid Petirion, whereby both 
they and the -reſ{t of the Officers were diſabled, or diſcouraged for the 
time, from further aRing or appearing, therein on the ſouldiers behaltfe ;

Troops and Companies, in the proſecution of their rights and defires in 
the ſaid Petition, as alſo of their juſt vindication and writing in reference 
to the aforeſaid proceedings upon and againſt the ſame, who have accor- 
dingly ated and done many things to thoſe ends, all which the fouldi- 
ers did then approve as their owne AAs And whereas afterwards ( up- 
on the ſending downe of Field-Martiall Skippon, and thoſe other Oth-

my, and then to draw the fame to an orderly Ravdezvors for ſatisfaftion

3. Wecannot but conſider, that ( whatever the Officers, expeAances 
upon Debentures may prove ) the private Souldiers may well make lictle 
account of whatever part of his Arrears he receives not before disbanding, 
as the Reaſons exprelle in the Narrative do ſhew. And whereas we hear 
of ſome inſtruQion paſt inan Ordinance for ſtating of Arrears, we under-

2. Becauſe that ſecurity propoſed for Officers Arrears, viz. the pro- 
fits arifing out of Delinquents eſtates in the firſt Exception, ( eſpecially be- 
nglmitedto fuchas arenot already diſpoſed of, it does not appear what 
they will amount uuto, or what the. pre-ingagements or pre-diſpoſures 
by the Parliament may be, or what incumbrances of Debts, or limitati-

proofs ſufficient to.make up:ſach a conſtruRtive concluſion, as that -it was 
for the ſervice and benefitof the Parliament, eſpecially to da ibis fo fully, 
as to meer with: all the - evaſions and eluſions of a ſubtle Lawyer, or to + 
convince the (ences. of a Countrey Jury, whom we know not by -what 
rulcs or meaſure they - may go in-judging what was for. the ſcxvice and be. 
nefic of the-Parliament, or what not z perhaps ſomeof them'may. be of 
that mind, thatit had been for the ſervice and benefit of the Parliament, 
to have hadno War at all, or to have had fewer orno ſuch Garriſons or 
Forces as fome of us have been engaged in, In ſome, We cannot thinke 
ic ſafe to bee lefc 'to the-'ſenſe: or .confiruion of a Countrey.

ſure; and an aft or Ordinatice of Oblivioa for all treſpaſſes, or other 
things ſo done by Souldiers.in this War , would. be moſt ſafe and. faris- 
2. Thatthe proviſion in the ſaid Ordinance now paſt for Reljefe, by 
Complaint to a Commitree of Parliament at Londen ( which feems. to be 
meant for ſaving of charges ta poor men ), we doube will prove awery re- 
mote helpe, and far more chargeable for a poor'Souldier .Imprifoged or 
Arreſted inthe Countrey;; then the former :- And chaugh we -highly.. ho-

2, In the matter of Accomprs, we are wholly left ( as before ) to the 
mercy of the Commirtee for Accompts, and their fut-Commitrrees, 
whoſe conftiturion ( in moſt Counries, ) being at leaſt of Neuters ( difaf- 
fe&ed io the War, and conſequently to rhe Souldiery ) and whoſe vaſt 
and*Arbitrary power to'vex, delay, fine and impriſonat their owne Plea. 
fure or judgement, any that they can bring within the cp_ of Ac 
comprants,and vo proceed upon their own judgement of the defaulc,to ſe- 
queſter, ſel] and'diſpoſe of his Eftate, as upon a Commiſſion of Bankrupt, 
(*weconfelle )- werremble tothinke of 'morechen of any. Enemy. And 
though we are'as jealons asany to have all men brought. tro an Accompr, 
for what may clearly be accompred for ( as Treaſurers, Keepers of ftores, 
Sequeſtrators, or ſuch like Accomprants )yet we cannot bur thinke ic bard 
for us, or other the Parliament Souldiers, ro be required too ftrift Ac. 
compts forall things received, taken and uſed in the War by our ſelves, 
or any under - our command (.thongh but remporarily upon a part } for 
many of hich chings neither we, nor any other that minded the. publick 
ſervice, and have beenengaged in hazardous ſervices, where mary. have 
loſt thoſe Accompts they did'keep, can give or could keep fo firift Ac 
compt, or for want of fuch Accompt to be fo cruelly vexed and profecy- 
ced;even'toutter undoing, - a ally man that's: accomprable for any thing 
may be, and divers of the Parliatnents moR fairhfull and ative Servancs 
in our condition have been before our eyes : And though we would not 
widh-that any Souldiers or Officers who/have by Plunder, or other Inju- 
ry tothe Countrey, abuſed che name of the Parliaments ſervice, and con- 
verted any thing chey have taken of received tg chefr owne private bene- 
fic or adventape, ('morethen for neceſſary ce or ſupplies) ſhould | 
g0 away With it, in being exempted from Accompt ; yec we cannot but 
thinke it reaſonable and necefiary, that for thole many others that have 
not donefo, but have imployed all faichfully for the pub'ike ſervice, 
fach provifien ſhould be made, as that what Armes,. Ammunicion, Hor+ 
ſer, Frixniture, or other things received 'ortakenby them, chey could not 
keepe; or cannot give a cleare or diftin& Accomp 'for,.ic ſhould be. ſub 
ficient for their diſcharge, ifthey make Oath char chey have not imbexel- 
led,- or wittingly converted to their private benefic or advantage, any 
part thereof, more then what rhings,'or to what value they do or ſhall 
(* for: ſaving of their Oath ) charge” upon themſclves in their. Ac» 
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' We find anothet thing 'mainly neceſſary for our and other mens In- 


dempnicy ( for which there is no proviſion at all made in this Ordi- 
nance ) viz, . That all Aﬀs of Councels or Courts of War, either in cen- 
ſure or diſcharge of any perſon, for any cauſe ſub je& to their Tudgement, 
andthe Warrants of the General, ercheif Commander, for execution or 
remiſſion of ſuch cenſures, may be valid and good, both as to the Tuftifi 
cation of thoſethat have been imployed in execution of faich 'cenſures, 
and alſo che full and finall acquictall of the perfons ſo diſcharged-or re- 
mi:ted, 

Eigthly, Though thoſe Officers of the Army at (everall rimes ſent for, 
or iend npto attend the Parliament as Delinquents, have been indeed, 
diſcharged ( for wbich we render our thanks, and acknowledge the Par- 
laments Juttice in che diſcharge ) yet for men of ſuch credit and integrity 
co have their names brought ſo highly incopublick queſtion or ſuſpicion, 
and the cauſe not known, ( which might make ic imagined greater ) to be 
kept long in attendance under that notion, and not obraine by their daily 
folicicarions roknow their Accuſers ar:any Charge,and (for one of them) 
to be made a Prifoner, ſearched and fent up fofarre in a diſgraceful man- 
ner, without Authoricy ( agaivſt che right both of a Souldier and Sub- 
je& ) and arlaſt cobe only diſmifled ( wichour any word of Vindication 
or clearing;) ſeems but a ſlender Reparation. 

_ Ninchly, There hath yer:beeg norhing declared by the Parliament ( as 
in the Narractionor Declaration ofthe Officers was defired ) to cleare us, 
asto our right of Pericioning, oz to cleare the fence and intention of che 
Parliament intheir Order forſuppretimg the Petition, or the ground of 
rheir cenſure in the Declaration; againſt ic ; though we thinkenoman 
can deny the matrer of the Petitionto be Juſt and; Parliamenr- proceeding, 
finceupontheſecveral hrads af irdoes imply as much,;Andif 6urLiberty of 
Peritioning for our duebe denied usnow,and the attempting of it rendred 
ſuch aCrime( as by the ſazd Order and Declaration appears to be,while the 
ground or intention of chem Randsnar- explained otherwiſe ) we cannor 
bur expe& the fame or woek hereafter, nor only to our ſelves (when be-

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our caſe;: whoſe Pericion was not, as 4t (that: yet have been received 
with large thanks ) wichour any foundation inreall grievances or dues, 
trending and ſerving meerly to declare the Petitioners opinions and inci. 
nations in relation ro matters of State ( then in tranſa&ion, or intended 
to be put on the Parliament ) nor yetſubjett co any of thoſe exceptions, 
which at other Petitions (- ſceming betrcer grounded, more-neceffary or 
concerning then the former, and yer rejeted ) might be: Bur 'ours nor 
medling with matters of Scare, with proceedings of Parliament, or any 
bodies concernements but our ewne, tended but ro obraine our particulax 
dues ( of:en promited, dearly and fully earned, long forborne ) and ſome 
of which ( viz, the matter of indempnity ) we could nor ( without dan« 
ger of utter ruine ) want after disbanding z: and thefe but defired in an 
humble and {ubmiſlive way, without any language, ſcandalous or offen. 
live, or any other particular exception ( for matter or forme) that we 
have ever. ye: been told of, or could any way learne ; fo as though we 
are willing to beleeve the Parliament was mifinformed, abuſed orfur.

Tenthly, The declaration yet ſtanding in force, and nothing} -publi.

dings againſtus, inzelationco ſo juſt andinnocentPericion, . bur due the

fame perſons remaine fill in the 2) odk and power, we appealto all 
reaſonable men, what hopes, either of right or ſafery (we when disbanded 
and diſperſed) or any private 'man, can hereafrer promiſe to himlelfe 
in the like caſe ? Let every honeſt Engliſh man lay his hand on his heart, 
weigh our caſe, and make ir his own( as in conſequence it is, ) and then 
judge for us and himſelfe, | 

Firſt, We may confidently fay z Never any private man had or can 
have any, thing more clearly due to him, then - what we went about to 
petition for; nor could ſeek it in a more regular, humble or inoffen= 
five way ( as hath been ſhewed before : ) Now for a private man petitio- 
ning for bis right in ſuch a. way, to be denied, or faile of his right( in 
Courts where Corruption (ways )is perbaps-not rare; yet for fuch a manto 
be debarred or interdicted before-hand from ſuing for his acknowledged 
right ( we thinke )is-not uſuall in Courts ſafficiently corrupt: But nor 
only to be denied his right, and che liberty to Petition it, but withall by 
acenfure, { no lefſe then Capital ) to be expoſed to a forfeiture of Eſtate 
Liberty, Life and all, for but going ſo to ascke what he concelves, a 
che Court it ſelfe will not deny, to be his due, and this without eyer ask- 
ing or-.bearing, what he can ſay in his excuſe, .wonld carry fo high a 
face of Injuſtice, Oppreflion and Tyranny, as we thinke is not eafie robe 
exampled. in the proceedings of the moſt corrupt and. Arbitrary Courts, 
towards the meaneſt ſingle man.. Now. if we have found men of thoſe po 
ſperate Princi £2,/20g. confidence to attempt, and in -that credit- and 

werto carry'on fach proceedings againſt- an Army,-( ſanding then in 
ull trength, in reputation, and ſome little meric, alſo ) and ro engage 
the Authority of Parliament therein, whoſe preſent power hath, under 
God, been upheld, and but newly-cſtabliſhed through that Army ; What 
can we, or ahy honeſt man, expe& hereafter, as /private perſons, if the 
ſame men ſhall continue to be our Judges, or in' the ſame credit and 
power, when we are disbanded ( as now ) we ſay, what good can be ex- 
peed, or what ill may not be expe&ed in any future caſe, that ſhall 
crofſe ps 21 paſſions or intereſts of ſuch men, of whoſe unjuſt Prins - 
ciples, and deſperately tyrannicall Spirits, we have in this caſe had-the 
moſt pie. taſte that can be imagined ; We-have both here and ibefore 
plainly Remonſtrated our caſe in this particular, as ie ſtands, appearivg 
trothole that underſtandnot upon what . grounds, and in what" manner 
fach:things were carried in the Parliament, inrelation. to the Petition : 
We are Riill willing to | beleeve the- Parliament hath been ſome way 
ſtrangely mifinfor ſurprized, or otherwiſe abuſed in thac bulineſle (ag - 
was expreſſed before inthat N _ ) We are till render of FAT 
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Priviledges ; but we ſhall yet wel 0 defire, that the wiſedome of the 
Parliament would fiad how to diſingage the honour ofthe Parliament, 
from the deſperate Praiſes 'of ſuch Incendiaries, and cauſe them 
eo be diſcovered and cenſured, fo farre as may ſecure the Parliament from 
being again fo abuſed, and both us andthe Kingdome from the like or 
worle Qppreſlions or Dangers by them, ( which is the urmoſt ill we wiſh 
chem: ) And if herein our belief or hopes, from or concerning the  Par- 
liament, do fail us, we ſhall beſorry; ba yet the caſe and conſequence 
is ſtill as it is, or the more ſad to us and the Kingdome, And having in 
this parcicular expreſſed both the cafe and conſequence very plainly, we 
leave it at the Parliaments Door, antil they (hall be pleaſed ro fix the 
__ on rhoſe particular Perſons that have abuſed them herein, as be- 
ore. 

Twelfchly and laſtly, We find nothing as yec done, or thought of for 
Reparation or Vindication of the Army, in reference to the many Scan- 
dals caſt upon it, or to puniſh or diſcouncenance the Authors and Publi- 
ſhers, though divers of chem be ſufficiencly known. 
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A Declaration or Repreſentation from his Ex- 
cellency Sir Thomas Fairfax, and the Army 


under his Command : Humbly tendred to the 


Parliament concerning the Juſtand Funda- 
mentall Rights and Liberties of themſelves 
and the Kingdom;With ſome humble Pro. 
poſals and Defires. June 14. 1647. 


Hat we may no longer be the diffatisfaftion of our friends, 
cheſfabjeR of ourenemies malice (to worke jealoufies and 
miſrepreſentations upon ) and the ſuſpition ( if not aſtoniſh- 
mane) of many in the Kingdome, in our late or preſenttrank- 
+ aftions and condu& of bufinefſe z we fhall in all fairhful- 


nefle andclearnefſe profeſſe and declare unto you, theſe things which 
bave of late protrated and hindered our disbanding, the preſenr 
greivances which poſſeſſe our Army, and are yet unremedied ; _ 


eur defires, as to the compleat ereivere of the Liberties and peace of 
the Kingdome which is that bleſſing of God, then which ( of all world- 
ly things, ) nothing is more deare unto us, or more precious in our 
thoughts, we having hitherto thought all our preſent enjoyments,(whe- 
ther of life or livehhood, or neareſt relations ) a price bur ſufficient to 
the purchaſe of fo rich a bleſſing, that we, and all the Freeborne people 
of this Nation may fit downe in quiet under our Vines, and under the 
glorious adminiſtration of Juſtice and Righteouſneſſe, and in full poſſe(- 
fien of thoſe fundamentall Rights and Liberties, without which we can 
havelittle hopes, (as to humane conſiderations ) to enjoy either any com» 
forts of life, or {o much as life ic felfey but at the pleaſures of ſome men, 
ruling meerly acording to will and power. 

Ic cannot be unknowne what bath paſſed berwixt the Parliament and 
Army, as to the ſervice of Ire/and; by all which, together with the 
late proceedings againſt the Army, in relation to their Petition and grie - 
vances all men may Judge, what hath hindred the Army from a ready en- 
gagement inthat fervice, and without further accomprt or Apology as to 
that particular, then what thoſe paſſages and proceedings them(clves ( al- 
ready made publick )do afford, wedo appeale to your ſelves whether 
rhofe courſes, to which the Parliament hath ( by the deſignes and pra- 
ice of fome ) been drawn, have rationally tended, to induce a chear- 
tull and unanimous undertaking of the Army to that ſervice, or rather 
to breake and pull che Army in peeces with diſcontent and diſhonour, 
and to put fuch dif-obligations, 'and proyocations upon jt, as mighe 
drive it into diſtemper, and indeed diſcourage both this Army, and o- 
ther Souldiers from any further eagagement in the Parliaments feryice. 
Ard we with all men would ( with us upon the whole carriage, feriouf- 
ly conſider, whether ( in the intentions of thoſe who have by talſe infor- 
mations and mi{-repreſentations put the- Parliament upon ſuch wayes ) 
the timely and effeQuall reliefe of Ireland ſeem really- ro have been in» 
tended,or rather wich the breaking or disbandipg of this Army,) to draw 
together or rae (ach other forces, and of fuch a temper as might ſerve 
to ſome defperate and deftruive defignes in England ; For which ( beſides 
the probable ſuſpitions from their carriage of the bulinefſe) wee have be- 
forehand inthe tranſation thereof had more then hints of ſuch a deligne 
by clear expreſſions. to that purpoſe, from many of thoſe Officers of the 
Army, that have been perſwaded, and appeared moſt forward ro engage 8s 
for Ir:land on the rermes propoſed : And that ſuch a defigne hath all a- 
long been driven, ſeemes now too evident by the preſent diſpoſing of thoſe 
Forces that have been engaged for-Ire/gng, by tbe endeavours. of ſome - 
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co gaine a power from the Parte of ordering thoſe Forces for ſome 
ſervice in England, and by the private liſtings of men for ſervice here, with. 
out any publike authority of Parliamenr, ' And (all this) by the fame per- 
ſons who haveall along appeared moſt a&ive atid violent in the late pro- 
ceedings againſt the Army. 

As to the juſt Diſcontents and Diſſatisfa&ions of the Army in relation 
ro their Grievances, and their Non compliance to the late Qrderers' for 
ſudden Disbanding by peece-meale, before more full and <quall ſarisfa&i- 
on were given to the whole, ) we defire you co look back ro che Papers 
already publiſhed of the grievances themſelves, the Narrative of the Ofi- 
cers,and co the later Papers from the generall Counſell of War at Bry, 
and the late generall Rand«zyous neer New- Market; And, we thinke- , 
your late reluming the confideration of thoſe things, as to a further -(a- 

eisfation, doth much juftifie the defires and proceedings of che Army, 
+ Inihoſe paſt particulars hicherco. 

And though, had we © upon our firft addreſſes, for our undoubted 
rights and dues* found a free and candid reception, with a juſt confide- 
ration and areaſonable ſatisfa&ion, or ac leaſt a free Anſwer therein, we 
ſhould have been eaſily perſwaded to have abated or forborn much of our 
dues, and not to have enquired into or conſidered , fo farre as we have , 
either the poſlibiliries there are for more preſenc ſatisfaftion of Arrears, 
or the credir of future Securiries propoſed : yer fince upon theſe former 
Addrefſes we have found ſuch hard dealing as in the faid Papers is fer 
forth, and thoſe additionall, though hitherto bur partial, fatisfaQions, 
comming ſo hardly as they have; we find no obliging reafons, in the 
leaſt, to decline or recede from what's our dae, but rather (till to adhere 
unto our deſires of full and equall ſatisfa&ion in all the things mentioned 
in rhe aforeſaid Papers; not only in behalfe of our ſelves and the Army, 
butalſo of the whole Souldiery throughout the Kingdome, who have 
concurred or ſhall concurre with us in the ſame defires. And to all our 
former Deſires as Souldiers we cannot but adde this, ( wherein we find 
our ſelyes ſo neerly concerned in poinr of Juſtice and reputation That 
more care and a [trier courſe may be taken for making good, all Arti- 
cles granted upon Surrenders, according to the true intent and meaning 
of them; asalſo for remedy and reparation, in caſe of any breach, and 
this without thoſe delays which divers have found as pe<judiciall ro them, 
ry more then if they had been totally denied 'the performance of 
[QNem, 

Nor will it now ( we hope ) ſeem firange or unreaſonable t6 rationall 
and honeſt men, who conſiderthe conſequence of our preſent caſe, to there 
Owne 
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own and the Kingdomes, ( as well as Ne) future concernements in point 
of Right, Freedome, Peace and ſafety, ( if from a deep ſenſe of the high 
conſequence of our preſent cafe, both to our ſelves ( in future) and all 
other people) we ſhall, before.disbanding, proceed in our owne and the 
Kingdoms behalfe, to propound and plead for ſome provilion for our 
and the Kingdoms fatisfa&ion and future ſecurity, in relation to thoſe 
things, eſpecially conſidering that we were not a meer mercenary Army 
hired to ſerve any Arbitrary power of a State, but called forth and con- 
jured by the ſeverall Declarations of Parliament, to the defence of our 
owne and the peoples juſt Rights and Liberties; and fo we took up 
Armes in judgement and conſcience to thoſe ends, and have ſo continued 
them, and zre reſolved according to your firſt juſt defires in your Decla- 
rations, and ſuch principles as we have received from your frequent In- 
formations, and our own common ſenſe, concerning thoſe our funda- 
mental rights and liberties, to aſtert and vindicate the juſt power and 
rights of this Kingdome in Parliament for thoſe common ends premi- 
ſed againſt all arbitrary power, violence and oppreſſion, and againſt ' all 
particular parties or intereſts whatioever, The faid Deciarations ill di- 
reing us tothe equitable ſenſe of all Laws and Conſtitutions, as-diſpen- 
ling with the very letter of the ſame, and being ſupreme. to.it, when .the 
ſafety and preſervation of all is concerned ; And afluring us that all Au- 
thority is fundamentally featedin the Office, and but miniſteriallyn the 
Perſons. Neither do or will theſe our proceedings ( as we are fully and in 
conſcience perſwaded ) amount to any thing not warrantable- before 
God and men ; being, thus far, much ſhort of the common proceedings 
in other Nations, to things of an.higher nature.then we have yet appez- 
red to.; and we cannot but be ſenhible of the great complaints that have 
been made to us generally in the Kingdome from the people where we 
march, of Arbitrarinefſe and Injuſtice, to their great and anſupportable 
oppreſſions. : 

And truly ſuch Kingdomes as have according both to the law .of Na- 
ture and Nations appeared to the vindication and defence of their juſt 
Rights and Liberties, have proceeded much higher, as our .brethren -0f 
Scotland, who.in the firſt beginning of thele late difterences aflociated in 
Covenant, from the very ſame grounds and principles ( havinz no viſible 
form, either of Parliament or King to countenance them ) And as they 
were therein juſtified and proteQted by their own and this Kingdome 
alſo, ſo we juſtly ſhall experto be. 

We need not mention the States of the Netherlands, the Portugals, 
and others, all proceeding upon the ſame Principles of right and free- 
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dome; And accordingly the Pertathd. hath declared it no refifting of 
Magiltracy, to file with the Juſt principles and law of nature and Nation, 
being that Jaw upon which we have aſſiſted you, and that the ſouldiery 
may lawfully hold the hands of the General! who will curne his Cannon 
againſt his Army on purpoſe todeſtroy them, the Seamen the hands of that 
Pilor, who wilfully runs the Ship upon a rock, (as our Brethren of Scye. 
Lind argued: ) And ſuch were the proceedings of our Anceſtors of famous 
memory, to the purchaſing of tuch Rights and Liberties, as they bave en- 
Joyed through the price of their bloud, and we {both by that and the 1a. 
ter bloud of our deare friends,and fellow Sculdiers with the hazard of our 
own,do now lay claim unto, | 

Nor is that ſupreme end, the glory of God, wanting in theſe caſes, to 
ſet a price upon all ſuch procc edings of righteouſneffe and juſtice, it being 
one witneflc of God inthe world, to carry on a Teſtimony againſt the in- 
juſtice and unrighteouſneſſe of men, and againſt the miſcarriage of Go- 
vernments, when corrupted or decliving from their Primitive and Origi- 
nall glory, 

Theſe chings we mention, but ro compare proceedings, and to ſhow 
that we are ſo much the more jJuſtifable, and warranted, in what we do, 
by how much we come ſhort of that height and meaſure of proceeding, 
--ory the people in free Kingdomes and Nations have formerly pra» 

ſed. 

Now having thus farre cleared our way-in this buſinefſe, we ſhall pro» 
ceed ro propound ſuch things as we dohumbly deſire for the fſerling and 
ſecuring of our owne and the Kingdomes common right, freedome, peace, 
and fatety as followeth, 

I. That the Houſes may be ſpeedily purged of fuch Members as for 
their delinquency or for Corruprions, or abuſe to the State or undue E- 
Jeftions ought not to fit there, whereof the late Ele&ions in Cornwal, 
Wales, and other parts of the Kingdome afford roo many examples, to rhe 
great prejudice of the peoples freedome in the {aid Eletions, 

2, That thoſe perſons, who have, in the late unjuſt and high procee- 
dings againſt theArmy appeared to have the wil, the confidence,credir and 
power, to abuſe rhe Parliament and the Army, andendanger the King- 
dome in carrying on fach things againſt us ( while an Army, may be fome 
way ſpeedily diſabled from doing the like or worſe to us) when disbanded 
and diſperſt, and in the condicion of private men) or to other the free- 
born people of England in the ſame condition with us, and thar for that 
purpoſe the ſame perſons may not continue inthe ſame power (-ſpecially 
as our and the WONT Jags in the higheſt truſt) but may be made 
incapable thereof for the future, And 
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And if it be queſtioned who theſe are, we thought not fit particularly 
to name them in this our Repreſentation to you, but ſhall very ſpeedily 
give in their names; and before long ſhall offer what we have to ſay a- 

ainſt them to your Commiſſioners, wherein we hope ſo to carry our 
| Lives, as that the World ſhall ſee we aime at nothing of private revenge 
and animoſities, but that juſtice may have a free courſe, and the Kingdome 
be eaſed, and ſecured by diſinabling ſuch men (at leaſt) from places of Ju- 
dicature, who deſiring to advantage, and ſet up themielves and their par- 
ty in a generall confuſion, have endeavoured to put the Kingdome into a 
new flame of war, then which nothing is more adhorrent to us. 

But becauſe neither the granring ofthis alone would be ſuthcient to fe- 
cure our own and the Kingdoms rights, liberties, and ſafety, either for the 
preſent age or poſterity ; nor would our Propoſals of this ſingly be free 
from the ſcandall and appearance of faftton or defignes only to weaken 
one Party (under the notion of unjuſt or oppreſſive) that we may advance 
another (which may be imagined more our own) We therefore declare, - 
That indeed we cannot but wiſh, that fuck men, and ſuch onely, might be 
preferred to the great power and trult of the Common-wealth, as are ap- 
proved, at leaſt for morall righteouſneſle ; and of ſuch we cannot but in 
our wiſhes preferre thole, that appeare acted thereunto by a principle of 
Conſcience and Religion in them. And accordingly we doe and ever ſhall 
bleſle God for thoſe many ſuch Worthies, who, through his providence 
have been choſen into this Parliament; And, to ſuch mens endeavours 
(under God) we cannot but attribute that Vindication , (in part) of the 
peoples Rights and Liberties,and thoſe beginnings of a jult Reformation, 
which the firſt proceedings of this Parliam.appeared to have driven at,and 
tended to, though of late obſtructed, orrather diverted to other ends and 
intereſt by the prevailing of other perſons of other principles and condi- 
tions, 

Bur yet we are ſo far from deſigning, or complying to have an abſolute 
or Arbitrary power fixed or ſetled for continuance,in any perſons whatſo- 
ever,as that(if we might be ſure to obtain it)we canot wiſh to have it ſo 1n 
the perſons of any,whom we could moſt confide in, or who ſhould appear 
moſt of our own opinions and principles, or whom we might have moſt 
perſonall aſſurance of, or intereſt in, but we doe, and ſhall much rather 
wiſh, that the Authority of this Kingdome in Parliaments (rightly conſtt- 
tuted, that is, freely, equally and ſucceſſively choſen, according toits origt- 
nall intention) may ever ſtand and have its courſe. And therefore we ſhall 
apply our defires, chicfly to ſuch things, as (by having Parliaments ſerled 
12 ſuch a right Conſtitution) may give moſt hopes of Juſtice and Rieu 
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ouſnefſe, to flow downe, equally to all, in that its ancient Charmel], 
without any Overtures, tending either to overthrow, that foundation 
of Order and Governement in this Kingdome, or to ingroffe that power 
for perpetuity into the hands of any particular perſons, or party. whats 
oever. 

And for that purpoſe, though ( as we have found it doubted: by many 
men, minding ſincerely the publick good, bur not weighing fo fully all 
conſequences of things ) it may and 18nor unlike to prove, that, upon the 
ending of this Par]tamenr, and the EleQion of New, the Conftitution of 
ſucceeding Parliaments, ( as to the perſons Elefted ) may prove for the 
worle many wayes ; vet hince neither in the preſent purging of this Par 
liament, nor 1a the EicQtion of New, we cannot promiſe to our ſelves, 
or the Kingdome, an a{lurance of Juſtice, or other poſitive good from the 
hands of men,. but thofe who for preſent appeare moſt righteous and moſt 
for common good ( having an unlimired power fixed in them during 
life or pleaſure) in time, may become corrupr, or {ettle into parties, or 
faQions ; or, on the other fide, incaſe of new Ele&ions, thoſe rhat ſhould 
fo ſucceed, may prove as bad or worſe then the former, We therefore 
humbly conceive thar, ( of ewo inconveniences the |: fle being to be cho- 
ſen ) the maine thing to be intended in this cafe ( and beyond which hu- 
mane providence cannot reach, as to any affurance of poſitive good ) 
feemesto be this, viz. to provide, that however unjuſt or corrupt the 
perſons of Parliament-men, in preſent or future may prove z or whatever 
ilthey may do to particular parties ( or tothe whole in particular 
things, )during their refpeQive terms, or periods, yer rhey ſhall not 
have the tempration or advantage of an unlimited power fixt in them 
daring their owne pleaſures, whereby to perpetuate injuſtice and oppreſf- 
Hon upon any ( without end or remedy, ) or to advance and uphold any 
one particular party, fa&ion or intereſt whatſoever, ro the opprefli»n 
or prejudice of the Communitie, and the enflaving of the Kingdome, 
unto all poſtericy, but char the people may have an equall hope, or pof- 
fibility, if they have made an ill choice at one time, to mend it in another ; 
and the members of the Houſe themſelves may be in a capacity, to taſt 
of fubjeRion as well as rule, and may ſo be inclin:d co confider of other 
mens cafes, as what may come to be their owne. This we ſpeak of, in re- 
lation co the Houſe of Commonr, as being entruſted, on the peoples be- 
halfe, for their intereſt in thar great and ſupreame power of the Common - 
wealth, ( viz. the Legiſlative power, with the power of finall judgement,) 
which being, in irs owne nature, fo arbitrary, and in a manner unlimited, 
Cunlefkein point of cimve ).is moſt unfic and dangerous ( asto _ 
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intereſt) to be fixt in the perſons 3 the ſzme men during life, or their 
owne pleaſures, Neither by the originall Conſtitution of this State, was it, 
or ought it to continue ſo, nor does it (where ever it is, and continues ſo) 
render that State any better then a meere Tyranny) or the people ſubje&- 
ed to it, any better then Vaſlals : Bur in all States, where thereis any face 
of common freedome, and particularly in this State of F ngland (as 15 moſt 
evident, both by many poſitive Lawes, and ancient conſtant cuſtome) the 
people have a right to new and ſucceſſive EleQtions unto that great and fit- 
preme truſt, at certaine periods of time, which is ſo effentiall and funda- 
mentall to their freedome , as it is, cannot, or ought not to be denied 
them, or with-held from them, and without which the Houſe of Com- 
mons is of very little concernment to the intereſt of the Commons of 
England, Yet in this we would not be miſ-underſtood, in the leaſt, to 
blame thoſe Worthies of both Houſes, whoſe zeale to vindicate the Liber- 
ties of this Nation, did procure that AR for continuance of this Parlia- 
ment; whereby it was ſecured from being diſſolved at the Kings plea- 
ſure, (as former Parliaments had been) or reduced to ſuch a certainty, as 
might enable them the better to aſſert and vindicate the Liberties of this 
Nation, (immediatly before ſo highly invaded, and then alſo ſo much en-- 
dangered.) And theſe we take to be the principall ends and grounds, for 
which, in that exigency of time and affaires, it was procured, and to which 
we acknowledge it hath happily been made uſe of ; but we cannot thinke 
it was by thoſe Worthies intended, or ought to be madeuſe ofto the 
perpetuating of thai ſupreme truſt and power in the perſons of any du- 
ring their owne pleaſures, or to the debarring of the people from their 
right of EleRtions (totally new) when thoſe dangers or exigencies were 
paſt, and the aftaires and ſafety of the Common-wealth would admit of 
{uch a change. 


Having thus cleared eur Grounds and Intentions (as we hope) from all ſeru-- 
ples and miſunderſtandings, in What followes We ſhall proceed further ta 
Propoſe what We humbly deſire for the ſetling and ſecuring of our owne 
and the Kingdomes Rights aud Liberties (through the bleſſing of God) 


zo poſterity; and therefore , upon all the Grounds premiſed, We further. 
humbly deſire as followeth ;_ ” 


3- That ſome determinate period of time may be ſet for the conti- 
tance of this and future Parliaments,beyond which none ſhall continue, 
and upon which new Writs may of courſe iſflue out, and new Eleions. 
lacceſſively take place according to the intent of the Bill for Trienniall - 
EE Rees - 
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And herein we would not be miſi LE) od to defire a prefent or ſud. 
daine difſolution of this Parliament, bur oly ( as is expreft before ) thar 
ſome certaine period may beſet for the determining of ir, fo as it may not 
remaine( as now ) continuable for ever, or during the pleaſure of the 
preſent Members; And we ſhould defire that the Period to be now (et for 
ending this Parliament, may be fuch as may give ſufficient rime for pro. 
vifion of what is wanting and neceſſary to be paſſed im point of Juſt Re- 
formation, and for further ſecuring the Rights and Liberties, and (erlin 
he peace of che Kingdome, In Qrder co which we further humbly 
offer, 

4- That fecyre proviſions may be made for the continuance of future 
Parliaments, fo as they may not be adjournable or diffolveable ar the 
Kings pleaſure, or any other wayes then by their owne conſent during 
their reſpeRive periods, but at thoſe perioc's each Parliaments to deter- 
mine of courſe as before. This we defire may be now provided for (if it 
may be ) ſo as co pur it out ofall diſpute, for future, rhough we thinke 
of rizht, ir ought not to have been otherwiſe before. 

And thus a firme foundation being laid in the authority ' and conftirn» 
tion of Parliaments for the hopes, at leaſt, of common and equal! right 
and freedome to our ſelves a all che free-born people of this Land ; we 
ſhall for our parts freely and chearfully commit our ſtock or ſhare of in- 
rereſt in this Kingdome, into this common bottome of Parliaments, and 
though it may ( for our particulars ) go ill with us inone Voyage, yet 
ws (hall rhus hope ( if right be with us ) to fare better in ano- 
eacr, 

Theſe things we defire may be provided for, by Bill or Ordinance of 
Parliament co which the Royall affent may be defired : when his Maje- 
ſty in theſe things, and whar elſe (hall be propoſed by the Parliamenr, 
neceſſary for ſecuring the Rights and Liberties of the people, and for 
ſerling the 24/itia and peace of the Kingdome, ſhall have given his con- 
currence toput them paſt diſpute, We ſhall then defire chat the Rights of 
bis Majeſtie and his Poſteriry may be conſidered of, and fetledin all things 
fo farre as may confiſt with the Right and Freedome of che Subjett, and 
with the'fecuriry of the ſame for future. 

5. We deſire, that che right and freedome ofthe People, to repreſent 
to the Parliament by way of humble Petition, their grievances ( in ſuch 
things as catinot otherwiſe be remedied then by Parliament ) may be 
cleared and yindicated, that all ſuch grievances of the people may be free- 
ly received and admitted into conſideration, and put into an equirable 


and fpeedy way, to be heard, examined, and redreffed ( if they —_ 
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xeall ) and that in ſuch things for which men have remedy by law, they 
may be freely left to the benefit of law, and the regulated courſe of Juſtice, 
without interruption or check from the Parliament, except in cafe of 
chings done upon the exigency of Warre, or for the ſervice and benefic 
of the Parliament and Kingdome in relation to the Warre, or otherwiſe 
in due purſuance and execution of Ordinances or Orders of Parlia- 
ment, 

More particularly ( under this head ) we cannot but deſire, chat all 
ſuch as are impriſoned, for any pretended miſdemeanor, may be pur in- 
to a ſpeedy way for a juſt hearipg andtriall; and ſuch as ſhall appeare ro 
have been unjuſtly and unduly impriſoned, may ( with their liberty ) 
bave ſume reaſonable reparation according to their ſufferings, and the 
demerit of their oppreſſors. 

_ 6, That the large powers, given to the Committees or Deputy Licu- 
tenants during the late times of warre and diſtra&tion, may be ſpeedily ta- 
ken inco conſideration, That ſuch of cheſe powers as appeare not neceſſary 
to be continued, may be taken away,and ſuch of them as are neceflary may 
be put intoaregulated way, and left ro as lictle Arbitrarinefſe, as the na- 
ture and neceſſicy of the things wherein they are converſant will beare. 

7. Wecould wiſh that the Kingdome might both be righted and pub- 
bickly farisfied in point of accounts, for the vaſt ſummes that have beene 
levied and paid, asalfoin divers other things wherin the Common-wealth 
may be conceived to have beene wronged or abuſed ; But we are loath to 
preſſe any thing, that may tend to lengthen out further diſputes or con- 
ceſtations, but racher ſuch as may tend to a ſpeedy and generall compoſure, 
and quieting of mens minds, in order to Peace, for which purpoſe we fur- 
ther propoſe, 

8. That ( pub'ick Juſtice being firlt ſatisfied by fome few examples to 
poſterity our of the worſt ofexcepted perſons, and other D=liaquents ha- 
ving paſt their Compoliticns ) ſome courſe may be taken ( by a generall 
A& ot Oblivion or otherwiſe ) whereby the feeds of furure Warre, or 
fewds, either to the preſent age, or poltericy, may the better be taken a» 
way, by caſing that ſence of preſent, and ſatisfying thoſe feares, of -fu- 
rure Ruine or Vndoing, to perſons or families, which may drive men in« 
to any deſparate wayes for ſelfe-preſervation or remedy, and by raking a- 
way the private remembrances and diſtin&ion of parties, as farre as may 
og with ſafery to the rights and liberties we have hitherto fought 

or, 

There arc ( beſides theſe ) many particular things which we could wiſh 
to be done, and ſome to be undone, all, in order ſtill cothe fame ends; 

of 


of common right; freedome, peace, and tafety. But theſe propoſals afore. 

oing, being the principall things we bottome and inſiſt upon, we ſhall 
F as we have ſaid before Yfor our parts acquieſce for other particulars in 
rhe Wiſedome and Tuſtice of Parliaments. And whereas it hath bcen ſug. 
geſted or ſuſpected, that in our late, or preſent proceedings, our defivn 
1s to overthrow Presbytery, or hinder the ſettlement thereof, and to have 
the Independ:nt governement ſet up, we do clearly di{claime, and difa- 
vow any ſuch deligne ; We onely deſire that according to the Declarati- 
ons ( promiſing a proviſion for tender conſciences ) there may ſome eff.» 
Auall courſe be taken according to the intent thereof, and that ſuch, 
who, upon conſcientious grounds may differ from the eſtabliſhed formes, 
may not ( for that _) be debarred fromrhe common Rights, Liberties, or 
Benefits belonging equally to all, as men and Members of the Common- 
wealth, while they live foberly, honeſtly, and inoffenfively cowards 0- 
thers, and pzacefully and fairhfully towards the State. 

We have thus freely and clearely declared the depth and bottome of our 
hearts and defires in order tothe Rights, Liberties and peace of the King- 
dome, wherein we appeale to all men, whether we ſeek any thing of ad- 
vantage to our ſelves, or any particular party whatever, to the prejudice 
of the whole, and whether the things we wiſh and ſeek, do not equally 
concerne and conduce to the good of others in common with our elves, 
according to the fincerity of our defires and jntentions (wherein as we 
have already found the concurrent ſence of the People in divers Counties 
by their Petitions to the Generall, expreſſing their deepe repreſentment 
of theſe things, and prefling us to ſtand for! the Intereſt of the Kingdome 
therein, ſo, we ſhall wiſh and expe co find the unanimous concurrence 
of all others, who are equally concerned with us in theſe things, and wiſh 
wellto the publick. And fo truſting in the mercy and goodneff: of Go 
to paſſe by and helpe any failings or infirmities of ours, in the carriage or 
proceedings hereupon, ) we ſhall humbly caſt our ſelves and the bufinefſ: 
upon his good pleaſure, depending only on his preſence and bleffing for 
an happy iſſue to the peaceand good of this poore Kingdome, in the ac- 
compliſhment whereof, we defire and hope, that God will make you 
blefſed inftruments.

- 91rſt, That contrary to the truſt repoſed in them, the perſons 
s E&>$> above named, Members of the Houſe of Commons, have

AYYE overthrow the Rights and Liberties of the SubjeAs of this 
TE Nation, in Arbitrary, violent or oppreſſive wayes (and in 
this caſe where no pretence was, or could be of the Ext-

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to have disbanded, or elſe to Sa. «./ JP inthe ſervice of Ireland, The 
perſons above named have jointly or ſeverally indeavoredby falfe infor» 
mations, *miſreprefentations, or ſcandalous fuzgeſtions againſt the Ar- 
my ; to beget miſunderſtandings, prejudices, or jcaloulies in the Parlia- 
ment againſt their Army ; and by dcluding, furprizing, or otherwiſe a» 
buſing the Parliament, ro engage the Authority of Parliament to fuch pro» 
ceedings, as to put inſufferable injuries, abutes, and provocations upon 
the Army, whereby to provoke and put che Army into a dittemper, and

pen E received yours of the Eighteenth of this inſtant, where- 
[Yb of, though all paſſages were nor fo anſwerable to our expe- 
YIS Cation as we hoped, yer we apprehend the ſame good at- 
S feion in you towards this Army, as was expreſſed in. your 
former Letter : And that not onely from the aſſurance of 
| the worthy Gentlemen, (your Commiſſioners) againe ſent 
fous ; but alſo from that information we have received of your <xtraor- 
dinary endeavours to procure money for the Army : To prevent further 
raiſing or liſting of Souldiers, and to procure thoſe already Liſted to bee 
disbanded, (ſome perfons of your Militia onely, having been ative for the 
raifing of them without your privity:) As likewiſe fromthat Letrer (fill'd 
with reſpe& ) which you prepared and intended ro us ; and being ſent to 
the Pariiament, was obſtruQged by ſome perſons, (who labouring to im- 
broyle the Kingdome in a new Warre) would not have the Forces already 
raiſed to be Mandet who excepted againſt your diſcovery tothe Houſe, 
That ſome perſons onely of the 143litsa had joyned in the raiſing of the 
new Forces, who alſo would prevent a right underſtanding between your 
City and this Army, knowing a firme correſpondence betweene them, 
would makethe Defignes of all ſuch men hopelefſe. And though our ta-

We { upon the whole matter) offer to yours, and all mens Conſide- 
rations, whether with'yours, ours, or the publick Safety, we can remove 
further backeward, untill upon yours, and our joint endeavours with 
the Parliament, choſe chings of immediate, and preffing neceſſitie be pro- 
vided for, which we deſired inour Paper laſt given in co the Parliaments 
Commiſſioners in order to the better proceeding upon the Heads of the 
Repreſentation and Charge, wich more hopes of ſafery, and of a rime- 
ly and happy iffa« roour ſelves, and the Kingdome, ( vsz.) That the per- 
ſons impeached by us , may not continue in power and capacity to ob- 
firua& due proceedings againſt chemfelves : And for their owne eſcape 
from juſtice ro threaten ruine to the whole Nation.

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And the Parliament ( though fo Fa A upon it in our former Papers, 
y«t through the powerfull intereſt of the perſons guilty, ) hath nor ta» 
ken any cognizance what Members or others have fo abuſed them, to draw, 
the Parliament to ſuch diſhonour and inconveniences, we cannot but a- 
gaine more fally and clearely aſſert ( as we have in former Papers, and 
ſhall more particularly if need be, remonſrace ) that divers things late- 
ly done ind paſſed fromthe Parliament againſt chis Army, ( as particular. 
ly the Otder for ſuppreſſing the Petition, that high Declaration againſt 
it, and againſt all that ſhould proceed in it, putting the faichwill fer. 
vants of the Parliament and Kingdome ou: of the proteftion of the Law 
and expoſing them asen@mies to the Srate, &c, to the forfeiture of E- 
Mtatee, Liberties, Life and all, but for going about in an hnmble, peaceable 
and inoffenſave waj,' to defire what was undeniably their due, and dear- 
I; earned, and many other fuch like proceedings both againit the Army 
and others, ) do carry with them ſuch a face of injuſtice, oppreſſion, ar- 
bitrarinefſe and tyranny, as( we thinke ) is not to be paralleld in any 
former proceedings'of the moſt Arbitrary Courts againſt any private 
* men, but have "brought inſufferable diſhonour upon the Parliament, 
( which we are, and others ought to be deeply ſenſible of, ) hath tended 
ro diſoblige all men, eſpecially Souldiers from the ſame, to deſtroy all juſt 
freedome either of Souldiers or Subje&?, and hath condaced toall other 
the ſad effeAs and worle conſequences , expreſſed in the. Charge, and 
gives us and others cauſe to conclude that thoſe worthies, who have for- 
merly a&ed and'carried on things in - Parliament for Publick good, 
Right and freedome, are now awed or over-borne by a prevailing par- 
ty of men of:other private intereſts crept in, and that neither we 
nor any other can reaſonably expe& right, freedome or ſafety ( as 
private 'men”)' or to/{-have. things ated in Parliament for publick good 
while the ſame perſons continue therein the ſame power toabuſe the name 
and authority of Parliament, to ſerve and profecute their private inte- 
reſts and paſſions; and (under the priviledges of Parliament) to ſhelter 
themſclves under the worſt of evils or miſchicfes they can doe, though to 
 theruineof theKingdome. We are iv this cafe forc'd (to our great griet 
of hearr)rhus plainly to affert the preſent evill and miſcheif, together with 
the future worſe conſequences of the thingy lately done even-in. the Par- 
liament ic ſelfe, (which are too evident and viſible to all.) And ſo(in their 
proper colors) to lay the fame at the Parliaments doores, untill the Par- 
Lament ſhall þe pleaſed either of themſelves ro take notice and ridde che 
Houſe of thaſe who' have any way miſinformed, deluded, ſurpriſed, or o- 
baerwile abuſed the Parliament to the paſſing ſuch foule things there , 

| oY : 
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ſhall open to us andothers ſome way how we may (regularly and without 
the ſcandall of breaking priviledges, come to charge and proſecute thoſe 
par:icular perſons, that (11 truth) have fo abufed the Parliament, (as well 
as our ſelyzs)even for thoſe miſinformations, and other evill and indire& 
pradtiſes or proceedings in Parliamenr, whereby they have fo abuſed rhe 
ſane (as in our ſaid Charge and former papers is ſet forth, | 

And here (if we may ) we ſhould kumbly offer to conſideration whe- 
ther it were not a neceſſary expedienr, for prevention or remedy of fuch 
evils in furure, that in things ſo clearly deſtruftive tothe common Rights 
and Liberties of the people, and the ſafety of the Kingdome, there ſhould 
be a liberty for difſenting Members in the Houſe of Commons ( as it is a'« 
lowed in the Houſe of Peeres) ro enter their difſent, and thereby to acquirt , 
themſelves from guilt and blame of what evill may enſue, thar fo the King= 
dome may regularly come to know who they are that performe their truſt 
faichfully, and who not. And this proviſion for the future, (as alſo our de- 
fires for r-medy in the preſent caſes) as it were clearly good and neceſſary 
in the reſpe&s premiſed,ſo (we think) the ſame may well be without future 
prejudice or diſcouragement in any other reſpeQts to ſucceeding Members 
of Parliament, Providing alwayes that no man ſhall be queſtioned or cen= 
ſured for any thing ſaid or done in Parliament any further then ro exclu- 
ſion trom that truſt, which is all char in the preſent caſe we ſhould defire 
uponany ſuch grounds. Andthar future liberty of entriog diſſents we do 
nor here propoſ: as a thing we any way infiſt on to the prejudice of Par- 
liament priviledges, we only offcr it to conſideration, . and that from good 
wiſhes to the priviledges of Parliament, to render them more laſting by 
being lefle nocent, And indeed whoever moſt adores or tenders thoſe pri- 
viledges, will beſt exprelle his zzale rowards them in taking care they be 
not abuſed or extende8 to private wrong or publike miſcheif, (For wee 
clearly fiade and all wiſe mien may ſee it) that Parliament priviledpes, as 
well as Royall-prercgarive, may be perverted and abuſed to the deſfruAie 
on of thoſe greater ends for whoſe proteRinn and preſervation they were 
admitted or intended('viz.)che Rights & Liberties of the people and fafety 
of the whole) and in caſe they be fo,the abuſe,evill,or darger of them is no 
lefſ= ro be contended againft, and a remedy thereof no lefle ro be endeavo= 
red, then of the other. 

Ard whereas the injuſtice (in that particular of the Declaration a» 
gainſt rhe Army for the juſt and innocent Perition) may teeme to have 
beere recompenſed in the Hare -cxpunging thereof cur of theJournall 
books We confeſle it had been fo in great meaſure, as to the particularor 
preſent injury done tothe Army therein, and (we cannot bur — 
| eage 
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tedge therefore the Juſtice that lens ok Votes for expunging thereof, 
and for our owne or the Armies particular reparation, we ſhonld nei- 
ther wiſh more, nor ſcarce have inliſted on ſo much to any difhonour of 
Parliaments in'fature, and we ſhould rather have been ſatisfied with the 
Parliaments declaring how, and by whom they have been mifinformed, fur. 
prifed, or otherwiſe abuſed in the framing, propoſal or paſling thereof as ic 
wa = asto that particular, or any other of that nature, we fay as fol- 
oweth, 
1. We never did nor doe value or regard our owne injury or repara- 
tion in any compariſon to the conſequence of the one, to the prejudice of 
the other, or to the future ſecuricy of common right and freedome in this 
Nation, And accordingly we doe not account .any reparation confidera- 
ble that extends bur to our ſelves in the preſent caſe, and does not in ſome 
fortſecureour ſelves,and all others from danger of the ſame or worſe inju- 
ries or oppreſſions,({ as private men from the wils and paſſions of rhe. 
ſame perſons that have offered and ated fuch.chings againit us while an 
Army. 

2. We cannot but imagine and confider ( according to generall re- 
port ) how the expunging of that Declaration was carried and obtained, 
and upon what grounds and intentions it was given way to, but had 
thoſe that procured it been all for expunging it ( and thatfreely ) yec 

i Gow can weexpet better but that the ſame men who at one time carried 

- fuch a Declaration, and another time expung'd ir, may the next day ob- 

raine the like or worſe ( upon any occaſion wherein it may ſerve their pri- 

wvate ends or intereſts ) if they continue inthe ſame power and ſway and 

be ler paſſe in deluding and furprifing the Parliament as they have 
done in the paſt particulars, 

3- The apparent diſhonour and prejudice broftght upon the Parlia- 

ment, in having ſuch a Declaration ſo paſſed as they jſhould ſoone after, 

( without any alteration ) in the prerended ground of it find cauſe (for 

thame of the world ) coexpunge ( we thinke )ſhould engage thoſe Mcem- _ 

bersthat Jove Parliaments in poine of hongur, to find out and diſcover, 
how, andby whom the Parliament haSbeen abuſed or otherwiſe broughc 
into ſuch an inconveniency, And the Parliament may in this ſee the cem- 
per, ( as by-ftanders doe the prevalence ) of thoſe Members that abuſed 
the Parliament in that Declaration, who will and can make the authority 
 ofParliament ſtill lie under thediſhonour of it (in a bare expunging or re- 
craRing) rather then ro admit any conſideration toqcquit the authori'y 

of Parliament that would cend to fix the blame on thoſe particular Mem- 
bers that had {deſerted jr. And this certainly will be admitted and 


done

done rather then to flight ic over <p bare expunging, were not ſome 
men-more tender of, and more ſwayed with ſach conſiderations and con- 
ſequences as may tend tothe prejudice of perſons, then ſuch as rend.co the 
generall prejudice and diſhonour of Parliaments, 

As to theſe particulars included in our charge, which depend on 
things done without the Parliament, we are ready, and ſhould moſt wil- 
lingly, proceed in the particular charging and proving thereofif ( firſt 
from cj aged of the Houſe in a preſent proceeding againſt che perſons 
charged for thoſe things that are already known to the Houfe being done 
in it ) we could find incouragement to expeCt any good ifſue upon thoſe 
other things, and did we not { on the contrary ) find that ( notwichſtan- 
ding whar is ſo knowne to the Houle as before expreſſed the ſameper- 
ns continue in ſuch power and prevalence both in the Houſe, and in 
all Commictees of the higheſt cruſt, as leaves little hope of Right or a» 
tisfaftion to the Army or Kingdome in other chings, and much leffe in 
any juſt proceeding againſt chemſelves, while they concinaue Judges of 
their owne and our concernements, ſoas we cannor, while they remaine 
ia che fame power, expe any other but acon.inued perverting and mas 
king advantage ofall rhings( and eſpecially of thoſe delays which a re» 
gular proceeding againſt them would neceflarily induce ) altogether ro 
our owne and the Kingdomes prejudice ad danger diſable or weaken us 
for thoſe things, which the ſatery and ferling of the Rights, Liberties, 
- andpeace of the Kingdome requires : And to ſtrengthen themſelves by un- 
der-hand pratiſes and preparations both ar home and abroad. the bercer 
to oppoſe us, and engagethe Kingdome in a new. War, thereby to ac- 
compliſh rheir defignes, or at leatt to fave themſelves from Juſtice in a 
common confuſion : We ſay were it not for theſe and other. confidera- 
tions, that leave little hopes of Iuſtice to our ſelves or the Kingdome 
( while they continue in the ſame power, ) and render all delayes dange- 
rous and deſtruCtive to ourſelves and peace of the Kingdome, we ſhould 
be contented that the buſinefſe concerning che Members we have charged 
ſhould be laid aſide, till rhoſe ether things were firlt ſecled, which our 
Declaration does propound for the common Rights acd Liberties of the 
Kingdome, | F | 

Bur finding things (till ſo-carried as they are,and as we have before ex- 
preſt, and that while they are Tudges in their owne cauſes they ( with 
that party which they make ) will do what they pleaſe, and yer render it 
a breach of Priviledge tobe accuſed for ir, we cannot bur upon all theſe 
conſiderations and'for all che reaſons before expreſt inlilt, ypon ic that 
the memberscharged may firſt be forthwith ſuſvended from fitting in the 
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Houſe otherwiſe we cannot expect 3) faire proceedings againſt chem, 
upon a more particular charge, nor thinke there is any good intended tg 
our ſelves or the Kingdome, 

As to our deſire of having the Army preſently- paid up equally with 
thoſe char have deſerced it, we appealetoall men for the Tuſtice, reaſo. 
nableneſfe, andneceſſicy thereof. 

The Iuftice in that the former ſervice ( for which thefe artears are due) 
hath been ( at leaſt } as faichfully and diligently performed by the Army 
as by choſe late'deſerrers of it, and in our preſent poſture ( thought they 
have-appeared indeed more officious and ſerviceable to the intereſt and 
will cf particular men then we, yet we are ſure) the Army is and 
( we hope ) will at laſt appear ro be more faichtull ro the trueintereſts of 
Parliaments and the Kingdome (which we were at firſt called out and'in- 
gaged for ) then they in' deferting the Army have hicherto ap- 
peared, | 

For the reafonableneffe of our defires though we have ground to claim 
morethen they, or rather that rhey or ſome of them ſhould forfeic their 
Arrears; yetweaske ( for preſent ) but equall, nor ſhould we ( at- pre- 
ſent ) infiſt much on that ( as co Officers ) if our Souldiers were .bue 
firſt paid up. Our neceſſity to inſiſt on that, is obvious to every man, 
and cherefore( unleff: we ſhould betray our owne and the Kingdomes 
cauſe ) we cannot but poſitively infiſt upon it,that the Army ſhould forth» 
wich be paid up, ( at rheleaſt equally to thoſe deſertors of it, which if de- 
nied or delayed , we (tall be thereby inforc* upon preſent wayes of in- 
Rant remedy and right tothe Army thereiy. | 

And whereas the Parliament hath lately ordered and publickly de- 
clared chat all that ſhall deſert the Army, ſhall have preſent fatisfaQtion in 
their Arrears (che Officers three Moneths pay, the Souldiers all cheir 
Arrears dedufting for free Duarter ) which ftill continues unrecalled, 
we cannot bar look upon it asa moſt cleare evidence of the continuing 
maliceand prevalence of ours and the Kingdomes Enemies, And we muſt 
and do infiſtupon it, that that order or Declaration may forthwith be 
publikely recalled, otherwiſe we cannot beleeve that any thing but ru- 
ine and deftrution is defigned to our ſelves and all others in the King- 
doms,” who every where call upon us, not-to disband till we fee the 
Rights, Liberties, and peace of the Kingdome ſerled according to the 
many Declarations by which we were firſt called forth, and inviced co in- 
gage in the late War, OF F

Liſted about London , already very conſiderable numbers both of horſe and 
foot, arid are daily lifting and, engaging more both thereand in many 


parts of the Kingdome to ſerve their defignes: And therefore we appeale 


co all uningaged men whether we can ia this give way to have the Kin 
ut ſo farre wichio thoſe mens power, without giving them the ſo long 
ought for advantage of his Majeſties Perſons, whereby to imbroyle 
the Kingdome ina new and bloudy War, . and to ſtrengthen themſelves in 
their miſcheivous defignes, the better to uphold and eſtabliſh their faRi- 
on and intended domination, fo that in this caſe we cannot bur impor- 
rune the Parliament ( as they tender the peace and fafery of the King- 
dome and the avoiding of Icalouſtes or worſe inconveniency in the Ar- 
my that they would reſume the conſideration of this bulineſſe concer- 
ning the Perſon of - the King, and not prapoſe avy place for him 
neeter to Londow then they would haye the Quarters of the Army 
£0 be. 

And whereas (C by the procurement of the ſam 2 perſons, or others of 
their party ) there hath been ſcandalous informations, preſented to the 
Houſes, and induſtriouſly ' publiſhed in -prins, importing, as if bis Ma- 
jeſty were kept as a priſoner amongſt us, and barbaroufly and uncivilly 
uſed, we cannot bur declare that the ſame and all other ſuggeſtions of 
that ſort are moſtfalfe and ſcandalous, and abſolutely contrary, not only 
to our declared deſires, bur alio ro our Principles which are moſt clearly 
for a generall right and juſt freedome co all men. And cherfore-upon this 
occaſion we cannot bur declare particularly, that we defire the ſame for 
the King, and others of his party, (fo farre as can conſiſt with common 
right or freedome ) and with the ſecurity . of the ſame for future, ) and we 
do further clearely profeſſe we do not ſee how there can be 'any peace to 
this Kingdome, firme or laſting without a due conſideration of, and pro- 
viſion for the Rights, _ aud Immunity of his Majeftics Royall Fa- 
milyz and his late pertakers, and herein we thinke that tender and equi- 


table dealing ( as ſuppoſing there woes had been ours ) anda Spiric of com> 
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mon love andjuſtice diffuſing it a LP good and preſervation of all; 
will make up che moſt glorious conqueſts over their hearts, (if Godin 
mercy ſee it good ) to make them, and the whole People of the Land, 
laſting friends, 

Now to draw to a concluſton * ſince we can yet obtaine no fatisfe&i.. 
on or anſwer to the things defired as before, but contrariwiſe find all 
things carried on by the prevailing intereft of choſe our enemies, to the 
prejudice and danger of our ſelves and rhe Kingdome, fince ( notwirh- 
ſtanding ſome Votes of Parliament againſt the late Orders of the Commir- 
zee of ſafety, for liſting of Forces, and notwithſtanding the earneſt defires 
and indeavours of the City, concurrent with our owne, to have the ſame 
preventedorremtdied, yet the ſaid Committee of fafety, being continued 
ſtill-in the ſame power ) we find that by the appointment or concrivance , 
and under the prore&ion or countenance of the ſame perſons whom we 
have charged, and their accomplices, there are ſtill manifold praQtiſes 
under-hand ro lift and raiſe new-Forces, and ( notwithſtanding the dif- 
covery thereof to the Parliament from the City, yer ) the ſame perſons 
bave prevailed fo far in the Houſe, as not coadmit the Queition for dif- 
charging of them, bur the ſame praices ſtill continue, and wich double 
diligence are inforced fince : alfo divers forces ( pretended to have inga- 
ged for Ireland) are by the ſame perlons ordered tro Randezvouz about 
Forceſter, there to lay the foundation of a new Army. And to that pur- 
poſe their Emiſſaries and correfpondents in all Counties, are bulte and 
ative to raiſe forces for them. And though for rheſe things the attors of 
them have no preſent publick authority , yet they have ſome way, ſuch 
countenance or aſſiſtance to be juſtified in Parhament, ( if queſtioned for 
It ) as that they have the confidence ro at openly, fince they have like- 
wiſe their Emiſſaries or Agents abroad in Scotland, France, and other 
Countries, very aftiveto draw in forrain? Forces for their aſliſtance , 
fince in the mean time, they are endeavouring by Spies and ſecret agents 
mall our Quarters, co inveigle and invite the Souldiers of this Army to 
deſerc their Officers and come to London, and for that purpoſe do improve 
the advantage of the Order or Declaracion of Parliament afore-mentio- 
ned, for ſatisfa&tion of Arrearesto fach as ſhall defert the Army. And 
we find they have the publick purſe fo much at their diſpoſall, as to make 
good that, and other their undertakings of that nature; and yet ſuch as 
have ſo deſerted the Army and received their Arrears, are not diſcharged 
ordifperſed, but continued together in bodies, and under command, in 
or near the City, (as in-particular ſome of Sir Robert Pyes men, Coll, 
Greaves his, Cap. Farmers and others ſtill quartered ppon Kenz ) _—_ 
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likewiſe they have Agents, and Correſpondents, labouring with the King 
eo make contrats with him co draw his Majeſty ro engage, and declare 
for them, or at leaſt to declare himſelfe a priſoner among(t us, whereby 
to ſtirre up and engage his party againſt us, ſince in all theſe reſpe&s we 
find all delatory wayes( which they induſtriouſly deviſe) to be defign- 
ed and made uſe of only to our diſadvantage , weakning, and ruine, and 
the Kingdomes prejudice, and to their owne advantage, and ſtrengthe- 
ping in their deſignes, the better to prepare for anew War. 

And laſtly, conſidering the multitudes of Reformadoes and other 
Souldiers, ſwarming about the Ciry ( whomthe perſons we have char- 
ged and their accomplices, have at their beck, to bring up to Feſtminſier 
when they pleaſe ) and that by their frequent tumultuous confluences thi. 
ther, C beſerting, and ſometimes blocking up the Parliament doores 
threatning and offering violence cothe perſons of the moſt faichfull Par- 
liament men ( the juſt freedome of Parliament ſeems to be taken away, or 
ar leaft for the preſent abrogated, in ſo much that thoſe Members who 
have ſerved the Kingdome hitherto with moſt faithfulnefſe, diligence and 
integrity for the publick good, many of them dare ſcarce come to the 
Houſe or( if they doe ) they come in feare and perill of their lives, and 
when they are there, are awed, di charged, or diſabled from diſcharging 
thetr conſciences, or doing their duties tothe Kingdome. 

Upon all:theſe conſiderations, we are clearely convinc'd and fatisfied, 
that both our duries and cruſt for the Parliament and Kingdome cals upon 
us, and warrants us, and an imminent neceflity ( for our owne and the 
Kingdomes ſafery, and a prevention of a new -warre ) inforceth us to 
make or admit of-no longer delayes, but upon theſe foundations God 
hath given us with vigour and ſpeed, ro indeavour in ſome extraordinary 
way, the vindicating of Parliament freedome from tumalcuons violence, 
the breaking of theſe defignes and preparations that otherwiſe threaten a 
preſent imbroilement of the Kingdome in more blood and war, and a fu- 
ture perpetuable inſlaving of ir under fation and Tyranny, Andſo ( if 
God fee itgood) to put the Parliament inco a freedome and capaci 
( with his Majeſties wiſhed and hoped concurrence) to (ertle. che Rights, 
Liberties and peace of the Kingdome, 

Upon all theſe grounds, and for all theſe ends premiſed, we ſhall be in- - 
forced to take ſuch courſes extraordinary, as God ſhall inable and dire& : 
us unto, to put things to a, ſpeedy ifſae, unlefſe by Thurſday night nexe 
we receive afſurance and ſecurity to our ſelves and the Kingdome, for a - 
 moreſafe and hopefull procuring in an ordinary way, by having thoſe -- 

things granted, which in order — we have before -infifted | 
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on, And ſhall here for more brevity NY Catal argc as. 'followeth. 

1 That the declaration, inviting men to deſert the ' Army, and promiſieg 
their Arrears in caſe they doe ſo, may be recalled and annulled. 

2 T hat the Army may be preſently paid up equally tothoſe that beve deſerted is. 

3 That bis Majefties comming toRichmond may be ſuſpended untill af. 
faires be better ſetled «nd compoſed, And in the meane time no place may be ap- 
pointed that may be neerer t6 London than the Parliament will allow the Duzr. 
ters of the Army to be, 

4 That the © Members charged may be forthwith ſuſpended or ſequeſtred the 
Houſe. 

5 That thoſe that have deſerted the Army, may be inflanily diſcharged and 
diſperſed and receive ro more of their Arrears till+be Army be firſt ſatisfied,

thoſe muliitudes of Reformadoes and Souldiers before mentioned, that flock ta-

With ſeven Propoſitions for the preſent Peace and ſettlement of 
the Kingdom; which being granted, they affure the Parli- 
ament to draw back. June 27. 


Hereasthe Right Honourable Commiſſioners of Parliament have 
defixedto know from ns, what things we do deſire ro be granted, 
before ourdrawing back the Quarters of the Army to a further diſtance 
from London, upon the rantingwhereof we will ingage to draw back. We 


do in anfiver thercunto humbly propoſe theſe particulars following As 
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what are of preſent neeefſity tous, ed, we do defire at prefent to be gran- 
ted, in order to the Armies and Kingdoms preſent fafety,in the further de- 
bate,tranſaRion, and ſettlement of thoſe other thipgs contained in our for 
mer repreſentations and Papers, which will require,,and may admit more 
time ; [Ipon the granting of which things we ſhall willingly draw back 
( as is defired ):o bave thoſe other matters debated and tranſaQed at a fur, 
ther diſtance, wich deliberation anſwerable cothe nature and weight of 
them. 

IT. That the Parlsament would be phaſed to recall the Declaration inviting 
men to deſert the army, and promiſing their arrears in caſe they do ſo, and to dee 
clare for fre ture, that whoever ſhall deſert t h:ir Cullors or charges in the army, 
without the Generals particular licence, and diſcharge, ſhall not bave any of there 
Arrears paid them.

Tm T bat both Parliament and City, may be ſpeedily and effeually freed 
from the multitude of reformadoe s, and other Souldiers before mentioned, that 
flock together in, or about London, by @ ſpeedy diſpatch and diſcharging of 
them fromthe City. 

V. That all ſuch liſtings and raiſengs of new forces, or drawing together of 
any ( as in our Remonſirance and all owy Papers are expreſt ) and all prepara= 
tions towards a new warre, may be effeftually declared 64 and ſuppreſt ; as 
alſo all invitations and indeavours to draw in forraigne forces, either from 
Scotland or other forr asgne parts. 

IV, That the continuation of the army, in the pay of the State for ſome coms 
petent time, ( while the matter in debate relating both to the army and Kingdome, 
may be concluded and ſetled, ) be at preſent ordered and declared for, ( before 
our drawing back ) and the ſame with all ſpeed to be effeFually put into one eſta» 
bliſhed way, that the army may be inabled to pay ©arters for the eaſe of the 
Corntrey where it muſt /ie, and the Souldiery the better kept from abuſe to the

1, Whereas we underſtand the Houſe hath voted, that it doth not ap- 
peare that any thing hath been ſaid or doneby them within the Houſe, 
rouching ay matter contained in the Papers from the Army, for which 
the Houſe can in Juſtice ſuſpend them, though ( if way were given, and 
opened wichout breach of Priviledge for us to charge them wich, and 
for others to be examined freely to teſtifie unto ſuch things, ) we ſhould 
not doubt to make ſnch proceedings and Practifes of theirs in the Houſe 
to appeare, for which according to former Preſidents, they juſtly mighe 
and ought co be ſuſpended;yer we are ſo tender of Parliament Priviledges, 
as that we ſhall at preſenc torbeare, to reply or prefſe further upon that 
point for the houſes proceedings therein, upon their owne cognizance.

| TM am ſent unto by the King: on Friday laſt, to defire the Parliament

I thinke the allowance of ſuch a thing may be wichout the leaſt prejudice 
ro 
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w the Kingdome, and yet gain more upon bis Majeſtie then denying it; 
and ific be in the prayers of every good man, that his heart may be gai- 
ned, the performance of fach civilities to him is very ſutable to thoſe De- 
fires, and will heare well with all men, who ( it they can imagine it to

Our Deſires concerning a juſt conſideration and ſettlement of the 
Kings Righ:s ( His Majeſty firſt giving His concurrence to ſettle and ſe- 
cure the Rights and Liberties of the Kingdome ) We have already pub- 
lickely declaredin our Repreſentation and Remonftrance. Since the firſt 
of thoſe Papers ſent to the Parliament, there have been ſeverall Officers of 
the Army upon ſeverall occaſions ſent to His Majeſty, the firſtro preſent 
to Him a Copy of the Repreſentation, and after that ſome others co tender 
Him a copy of the Remonſtrance z upon borh which, the Officers fenc 
were appointed to clear the ſence and intention of any thing ineicher Pa- 
per, whereupon His Majeſty might make any queſtion. Since then, 
there have alſo been ſome Officers at ſeverall times ſent to His Majeſty a- 
bour His remove from H field, ro diſſwad: ( if poſſibly ) from Windſor 
or any place ſo near Lond, to fome place of turcher diſtance, anfwerable 
to what we had deſired of che Parliament, 

In all which addrefſes to his Majeſty, we care not who knowes what 
hath been ſaid or done ; for as we have nothing to bargaine for or rg 
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ask, either from His Majeſty or the Pariiament, for advantage to ou 
ſelves, or any particular party or intereſtof our own; ſo in all thoſe Ad. 
dreffes to His Majeſty, we have utterly diſclaimed and difavowed any 
ſuch thing, or any Overtufes or Thoughts tending that way ; but the on- 
ly intent and effe@ of thoſe our Addreſſ-s hath been, to defire and endea- 
vor His Majeſties free concurrence with the Parliament, for eſtabliſhing 
ard ſecuring the common Rights and Liberties, and ferling the peace of 
theKirgdomez And to affure Him. Thar( the publick being fo provided 
for, with ſuch His Majeſties concurrence ) it is fully agreeable to all our 
Principles, and ſhould be our defircs and indeavour, That ( with, and 
in ſuch ſerling of the Publick ) the Rights of His Majeſties Royall Fami- 
ly ſhould be alſo provided for, ſo as a laſting Peace and Agreement might 
be ſetled in this Nation : And that, as we had publickly declared for the 
fame in generall terms, fo ( if things came to a way of ſettlement) we 
{honld not be wanting ( in our ſpheres )ro ownethat Generall Deſire, in 
any particulars of natural or civill right ro His Majeſties perſon or Fami- 
ly, which might not prejudice or againe indanger the Pablick, and in the. 
m2ane time, Thar his Majeſtie ſhould find all perſonal] civilities and re- 
ſpefts from us, with all reaſonable freedome that might ſtand with ſafety, 
and with the truſt or charge lying upon us concerning His Perſon, 

You have here the utmoſt ſum of whar hath paſſed trom us to His Ma- 
Jeſty ; and we could wiſh all mendid rightly underfiand ( without miſre- 
preſentations Jevery particular wherein ( as we know nothing not agree- 
able to Reaſon, Juſtice, Honeſty, or Conſcience, ſo) we thought our 
{elves concerned the rather to ſay and doe, as we have towards his Maje- 
ty (ince He came within our Quarters, becauſe of thoſe common preju- 
dices ſuggeſted againſt us, as if we were utter Enemies to Monarchy, and 
all Civill Ocder and Governement, 

And for that particular of the Duke of Richmond, and the Two Chap- 
Lains Jately permitred co attend His Majefty, Ic was not done without 
much reluCancy, becauſe therein we doubred we might be miſunderſtood 
by the Kingdomes beſt friends, 

Bat upon His Majeſties continuing importunity for it ( as a thing ve- 
xy nearly concerning His preſent inward and ontward contentment : and 
gonceiving thoſe perſons ſuch ( as wehoped ) would not do ill offices to 
prejudice the Peace of the Kingdome, we did give way to it, and the per- 
ſons ( before they came ) had notice of the permiſſion ; And as we then 
thought, ſo wettill dothinke, that to allow him fome ſach company of 
perſons leaſt dangerous, whom former acquaintance may make him take 
pleaſure in, and the allowance of ſome ſuch Chaplains of His uy are 
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things reaſonable and juſt z and the : © of that liberty in the latter 
(We doubt) will but make him more prejudiced againſt other Miniſters. 

In genera]; We humbly conceive that to avoid all harſhneſffe, and afford 
all kind uſage to his Majeſties Perſon, in things conſiſting withthe Peace 
and Safety ofthe Kingdome, is the moſt Chrittianr, Honorable and Pru- 
dent way : Andin all things{ as the Repreſentation and Remonſtrance 
of the Army doth wes wh mal ee think that tender, equitable and moderate 
dealing, both rowards His Majeſty, His Royall Family, and His late par= 
ty { ſo farre as may ſtand with fatety tothe Kingdome, and ſecurity to our 
common Righrs and Liberties) is the moſt hopefull courſe to take away 
the ſeeds of War or future Feuds amonglt us for poſterity, and ro pro- 
cure a laſting Peace and Agreementin this now diſtra&ted Nation; To 
the cffeRing and ſetling whereof( with a ſecure provifion firſt to be made 
for the common Rights and Liberties of the Kingdome, and a due care ro 
preſerve and propagate the Goſpell of Truth and Peace amongſt us ) we 
{hall hope that neither the Parliament nor his Majeſty will be wanting : 
And if God ſhall ſee it good to make us any way inftrumentall thereunto,

Treaty, Weaiſier, that we do really apprehend the ſame things witch 
you, neither can we but witneſſe that you have conſtatitly attended the ap-

ſent up to the Parliament,againſt the Perſons above 
named. Now in proſecution and maintenance there= 
of, and according to the power thereby preſerved ; 
It is inthe Name of the ſaid Army more particular= 
Ty charged againſt the ſaid perfons as followeth : 


1. That the ſaid M*. Denzill Holles during the late Warre in proſecuti= 
on of the evil! detignes expreſſed in the generall” Heads or 'Arti- 
cles formerly exhibited, contrary to the trult repoſed/im him, contrary ta 
his Oath taken in Zune 1643, and'contrary to the Ordinance of Parlia- 
ment, dated in Ofober 1643. hath aflilted the Kinp in the late unnaturall 
Warre, and held correſpondency and intelligence wich the Enemy againſt 
the Parliament in manner following, ( viz.) He the ſaid M- Holes being 
one of the {peciall Commitiioners tor the Parliament, to prefent Propo= 
tions of both Houſes to the King at Oxf4d, did privately and contrary 
t his inſtructions , at ſeverall times Nu his adarcefics unto the Kings 


party 
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partythere then in Armes againſt the Parliament ; namely, unto the Earfe 
of Lyndſey, the Earle of Southampton, the Lord Savill, and others, and did 
ſecretly plot and adviſe them againſt the. Parliament ; and did intimate 
unto them, or one of them, that the ſaid Propoſitions then (ent unto his 
Majeſty by the Parliament, were unreaſonable. And the faid M. Holes be- 
ing demanded , what Anſwer he would advife th&King to make to the 
Propoſitions, he the ſaid M. Holes did adviſe, that the King ſhou'd de- 
mand a Treaty however, and then declare how unreaſonable the Propo- 
{itions were 3 and that yet for the peace of the Kingdome, his Majelty 
would Treate upon them, but withall wiſhed the ſaid Treaty mizht be in 
London, whether the King himſelfeſhould come upon ſecurity, He the ſaid 
M. Holles adding, that there was nothing in the world, that the violent 
party (meaning the well-affeCted party to the Parliament againſt the Ene- 
my) did ſo much feare, as his Majefties comming to London, which would 
be a certaine diffolution of their authority and power. And the ſaid Mr. 
Helles bad thoſe faid perſons, or one of them, aſſure the King, that if his 
Majeſty knew as much as hee ( the ſaid Mr. Holles)) knew, his Majeſty 
ould take his Horſe and be at London the next day, or words to that ef- 
fet. And itbeing againe demanded, whether (if the King ſhould be wwil- 
ling to come) it would be accepted of. He the ſaid Mr. Holles thereto an- 
ſwered, that certainely it would bee much oppoſed ; but yet hee the ſaid 
Mr. Holles was confident,that he and his party(meaning ſome of the mem- 
bers above named, and others) ſhould carry it, and wiſhed the King ty put 
it upon that triall. And the faid Mr. Holles was defired by the ſaid Earle 
of Lindſey, Earle of Southampton, and Lord Savill, or one of them, that he 
would be pleaſed to draw ſuch an Anſwer in writing to the ſaid Propo- 
fitions, as he deſired the King ſhould ſend, and the ſaid Earle of Soythamp- 
ton(who was that night to lye in the Kings Bedchamber) would perſwade 
the the King to condiſcend unto it, and thereupon the faid Mr. Hollas 
withdrew, and either the ſame day, or the next day following, the ſaid 
Mr. Holes accordingly carried in his hand, unto the ſaid Lords, or one of 
them, a paper ready written,which (as he ſaid) was ſuch an Anſwer to the 
ſaid Propoſitions as he had drawnefor the King to {-nd to the Parliament, 
which was taken by the ſaid Lords, or one of them, and carried to the 
King, tobe conſidered of, and (o much there as adviſed the Kings com- 
ming to London was laid by, ( the King tearing ro adventure himſelfe ) 
but the reſt of the ſaid Paper the Lord Dighy ( who writ the Kings Anſwer 
to the ſaid Propofitions ) made uſe of in the ſame words as the ſaid Mr. 
Holes had ſet downe; And the ſaid Mr. Holi to ingratiate himſelfe with 
the Kings party, did about the ſame time revile the well-affe&ed Mem- 


bers 
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bers of the Houſe of Commons , declaring unto the ſaid Kings party at 
Oxford, or ſome of them, that thoſe well-atfetted Members(which to ren- 
der them the more odious as he conceived, he named the violent Indepen- 
dant party) hadill intentions and greater averſenes to Peace, and that no- 
thing would bee more pleaſing to them, then for the King to refuſe the 
Propoſitions, how unreaſonable ſoeverthe ſame were, and hee alfo then 
ſaid that the Commillioners of Scotland were very weary of that violent 
party, and that they being deſperate to eltabliſh their Presbytery here as in 
Scotland, made their addretles to him the ſaid Mr. Hollzs,and his party. All 
which tended to the protraQting of the ſaid Jate Warr, &to the hindrance 
of an happy Peace, and the ſaid Mr. Holles cid alſo after that receive from 
the Earle of Lindſey a letter written in white inke, concerning ſome ſecret 
deligne, and kept it from the knowledge of the Honſe, from February till 
about July after, when it was ditcovered by him that brought it: but the 
Letter it ſelfe was by Miſtris Holes {aid (afterhee had read it) burnt. 
And the ſaid Earle of Lin/ey moved the King tor a paſſe for the ſaid Maſter 
Holes to goe to Oxford :. but the King retfaſed to grant it, ſaying, 
that Hol/es did him better ſervice in the Parliament, then he could doe him 
at Oxford. | 
2. Thatthe faid Mr Holles and Sir Philip Stapleton during the faid late 
Warre (when the faid Earle of Lindſey went trom the Tower of London to 
Oxford ) ſent feverall Meſſages of intelligence to the Earle of Dorſet, and 
Lord Digþy,thereby aſſuring them,that they,the ſaid Mr. Heolles & Sir Phi- 
lip Stapleton did better ſervice for rhe King here in Parliament, then they 
could doe him if they were at Oxford. And the ſaid Sir Philip Stapleton 
deſired that the ſaid Earle of Dorſet, would prelerve him the ſaid Sir Philip 
and his friends, in the good opinion of the party at Oxfyrd ( which was 
then the Kings Garriſon Jand he the ſaid {1r Philip would doe as much for 
his Lordſhip, and his friends here with the Parliament. and the ſaid Mr. 
Holles, and Sir Philip Stapleton the more to ingratiate themſelves into the 
favour of the Enemy, did of their owne accord withour any direCtion of 
the Parliament, draw up other Propofitions then thoſe mentioned in 
the precedent Articles, which they attirmed were in their judgements fit 
for the King to grant, and for the Parliament to deſire , and being fo 
drawn up ſent them privately to his Majeſtte, wichout. any authority of 
Parliament to warrant the ſame, is 
3. That the ſaid Mr. Holles , Sir Philip Stapleton, Sic Willi m Lewzs, 
Sir Fobn Clotworthie,Sir William Waller, Sir John Maynard, Major generall 
Maſjie, Mr. Glyn, M. Long, Colonell Edward Harley and Anthony Nicholls in 
the Monethsof MS In Zune laſt paſizand at orhers times Fa 
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proſecation of the evill deſignes in the ſeverall generall heads mentioned; 


have frequently affſembled and mett together at the Lady Carliles Lodging 
in Whice-Hall, and in other places with divers other perſons diſ-affe&:4 


co the State ( without any authority of Parliament, ) for holding cor- 


reipondencie with the Queene of England now in France, and her partici- 
pants with an intent by ſuch ſecret and clandeſtine treaties amonglt them- 
telves to put conditions upon the Parliament, and to bring in the King 
upon their owne tearmes, and havinga great power upon the Treaſure of 
the ingdome, Have therewith maintained and encouraged by Penſio:1s 
and otherwiſe the Queenes party in France, thereby to beget a ſecond 
and more bloudy Warre in this Kingdome, and they or ſome, or one of 
them affurcd the Queene 40000, I. per annum, it ſhee would afliſt them in 
their deligne, and that they would doe more for the King then the Army 
would doe, and that they would finde out ſome meanes to deltroy the 
Army and their friends, 

4. That in further purſuance of the ſame evill deſignes, they the ſaid 
Mr. H. Iles, Sir Philip Stapletong Sir William Lewes, Sir Fobn Clotworthie, 
Sir William Waller, and Major generall Maſſey, by the combination afore- 
ſaid, within the ſpace.of three monthes Iaſt paſt without any authority 
of Parliament: Invited the Scots and other forraigne forces to come into 
this Kingdome in a Hoſtile manner , to abetr and aſſiſt them in the pro; 
ſecuting and efteRing of their ſaid delignes. And the ſaid Mr. Holles very 
Jately ſent to the ſaid Queene of England then and ill in France, adviling 


her amongſt other things ſpeedily to fend the Prince into Scotland to * 


march into this Kingdome in an head of an Army. And did ſend a ſpeci- 
all Meſſenger to her for ſuch ends and purpoſes. And the ſaid Mr. Ho!les 
Sir Philip Stapleton, Sir William Lew, Sir Jobn Clotworthy, Sir William 
Waller, Sir Fobn Maynard, Mr. Glin, Major generall Maſſey, Mr. Long, 
Colonel Edward Harley and Anthony Nicholls, have under-hand, of their 
2wne accord without authority of Parliament lifted, or cauſed, or pro- 
-ured to be liſted divers Commanders and Souldiers, endevouring there- 
Yy to leavy, and raiſe a new Warre in this Kingdome, to prote& them- 
felves, in their unjuſt oppreflions, and faftious delignes, and have at ſeve- 
all times within the ſpace of two Monethes lalt palt invited, incouraged, 
tbetted and councelled multitudes of oo OfGors and Souldiers 
.nd other rude perſons tumultuouſly and violently to gather togetherat 
Veſtminſter, to affright and aſſault the members of Parliament in their 
>aſlage to and from the houſe,to offer violence to the houſe it ſelfe,lock- 
ng the doore thereof upon them, and ſo impriſoning them, and by ſuch 
violences, out-rages and threates to awe and enforce the FIT 
6. That 
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That the faid Mr. Holles, Sir Philip Stapleton, and M. Glyn, have been 
and are obſtrufters and prejudgers of ſeverall Petitions to the Parliament 
for redr-{ic cf publique grievances ; And the ſaid Mr. Holles and Sir Phi- 
lip Stapl-ton, in the Moneth of May laſt paſt, did abuſe and affront divers 
Petition-rs, who in a peaceable manner then attended the Committee, 
whereof Colonel Lee was Chaireman, not onely reviling and reproack- 
ing them, but violently haling, and boiſterouſly affaulted them, and offe- 
red to draw their Swords upon Major Tuleday, and others of the ſaid Pe- 
titioners, and withour any power or authority committed Nicholas Tew, 
one of the {aid Petitioners, And ſoone afterwards, by the procurement 
of the ſaid Mr. Helles and Sir Philip Stapleton, and upon their miſinfor- 
mation to the Houſe, the ſaid Major Tuleday and Nicholas Tew were im- 
priſoned, not being permitted to ſpeake for themſelves; And the faid Mr. 
Glyn about three Moneths {ince, cauſed the faid Nicholas Tewto be impri- 
{oned in Newgate, and to be detained a long time there, for no other 
cauſe ,. but for having a Petition about him which was to be preſented 
to the Houſe. 

6. That the ſaid Sir Fobn Clotworthy, Sir William Waller, and Major 
generall Maſſey, have lately, in proſecution of the ſaid defignes in the ſaid 

eneral Heads mentioned (againſt the Lawes of this Realme, and Rules 
and Articles of Warre made by the Parliament ) by an Arbitrary Power 
impriſoned ſome Members of the Army without any authority; particu- 
larly, Enlign Nichols, whoſe pockets they without authority cauſed to be 
ſearched, andl\everall papers to be taken from him, contrary to the liber- 
ty of every Subjed, and cauſed him to be ſent a priſoner from the Head- 
quarters to London, without the authority or privity of the general, 
or the chiete Ofhcers of the Army comme his abſence. 

7. That in or about the Moneth of March laft, there being a Petition 
intended from the Officers & Souldiers of the Army to their General, for 
ſuch thingsonly as were juſtly dueunto them,and concerning them meerly 
as Souldiers, the ſaid Sir IVilliam Waller, Sir Fobn Clotworthy, and Colonel 
Eaward Harley, a Member of the Army, having gotten into their hands a 
Copy of the faid Petition, by combination with the other Members a- 
bove mentioned, and with an intent to abuſe the Parliament into prejudi- 
ces and jcalounes againit the proceedings of the Army concerning the 
ſaid Petition ( they well knowing that the ſaid Army ſtood in their way, 
and hindred them trom bringing to paſſe the defignes in the ſaid general 
Charges exprelle1) did untruly and malicionſly informe the Houſe, That 
the ſaid Petition was contrived and promoted to debauch and diſoblige 
the Army trom the Parliament; and that it was managed and carried on _ 
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by divers principal Officers in the Army, that Orders were given out for 
reading of it in every Regiment, and whoſoever weuld not ſubcribe ix 
{ſhould be put out of their Multers, and ca(hiered the Army; and by thoſe 
and other aggravations did repreſent it to the Houſe as a Deligne againſt 
the Parliament : further adding, That ſome Regiments (which were re- 
mote  wereſent for to joyne with the reſt ofthe Army for that purpoſe; 
by which milinformations they the {aid Members did the ſame day pro- 
cure a peremptory Order co the Generall, to fuppretſe the faid Periti- 
On. 

$. That ſome few dayes after, Colonel Edward Harley, by the combi- 
nation aforeſaid, and in purſuance of the fame Deizgnes, did procure to 
the Houle a Letter ſuppoſed to be written from within the Quarters of 
the Army to him the (aid Colonel Harley, by a perſon nor named, where- 
by it was informed, that Colonel Harley's Lieutenant Colonel! had drawn 
his Regiment to a Rendevouz , and had cauled the faid petition to be 
read at the head of it, and that he threatned to cathier and put out ot the 
Maitersall that would not ſubſcribe jt; and that the deligne of the Army 
therein, was to enllave the Parliament and King (it the Pailiament pro- 
ceeded not to ſome high Reſolutions ) or to that etief, as by the faid 
Letter, relation being thereunto had, miy appeare : And although the 
ſubſtance of the ſaid Letter was moſt untrue, and no Author thereof ap- 
peared; norcould be produced (although a Committee was appointed for 
examination thereof, and it was much preſſed the Author ſhould be diſco» 
vered) yet the ſaid Colonel Harley, Sir 7ob»n Clotworthy, and Sir William 
Waller, did (o avow the reality of the {aid Letter, and that the contents 
thereof would be made good, as that thereby, andby other falſe Suggeſti- 
ons of theirs againſt the Army, they procured the Houle (upon a long 
Debate, which held till about Eight of the clock at night ) to Order, That 
a Committee of five Members,whereof the ſaid Mr. Holles was one, ſhou!d 
prepare a Declaration to be brought into the Houſe the next morning , 
fenifying the Houſes diſlike of the proceedings of the Army upon that 
Petition, as by the ſaid ORD x dated the 
day of laſt, may appeare; Upon which ſettling of the ſaid 
buiineſle for that night, moſt of the Members departed, as conceiving 
nothing would be done thereupon, till the next day, and that then they 
might have a free Debate concerning the (ame; but the Houſe till conti- 
nuingto fitupon diſpatch of fome Letters formely Ordered, the faid Mr. 
Holes, by the ſame combination, and in farther profecation of the ſaid 
evill Delignes, having of himſelte ( without the Committee)prepared a 
Declaration againſt the Petition it felte, contrary to the intention and 
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direCtion of the {aid Order, and tontrary to the Rules of Juſtice, and n- 
ſal courſe of Parliament, did the ſame night, about Ten of the clock{on 
purpoſe to ſurpriſe the Houſe, preſent the ſame Declaration to the Houſe, 
whereby the ſaid Petitioners were ( without being heard ) declared Ene- 
mies tothe State, and Ob'rutters of the relief of Ireland ( if they ſtill 
perſiſted therein ) as by the ſame Declaration ( relation being thereunto 
had ) may appeare, and did procure it to bethen paſs'd accordingly, to 
the great diſhonour of the Parliament and theic proceedings, to the in- 
ſafferable injury, thejult provocations, diſcouragement, and diſcontent 
of the Army, to the ceouble and danger of the whole Kingdome, to the 
hindring of the reliefe of Treland, and other the evill conſequences in the 
id general Charges exprefled. 

9.T hat by the {ame &the like falſe informations & Suggeſtions,the ſaid 
Colonel Harley , then ſill a Member of the Army, Sir fobn Clotworthy, 
Sir VVilliam V/atler, and the ſaid other perſons , did ſhortly after the 
ſaid Declaration ſo made as aforeſaid; procure divers eminent and faith- 
full Officers of the Army, namely, Lieutenant General Hamond, Colonel 
Hamond, Col. Lilburn, Lieut. Col. Pride, and others, to be ſent for from 
their charges in the Army, to appeare at the Bar of the Houſe, to make an- 
{wer in relation to the ſaid Petition, againſt whom (when they came thi- 
ther ) they could charge or prove nothing atall, inſomuch as the Houſe 
thought fht immediately to diſcharge them. And whereas there was a 
Committee appointed toexamine and confider of the truth or fallhood of 
them, andthe ſaid Members informing were appointed to produce their 
Proofs and Evidence to the ſam? before the Committee, though they 
have lince then been often urged, called upon, and demanded to produce 
their Proots and Evidence thereto (if they had any) and have been plain- 
ly told, That it they did not proceed effe&ually to doe it, they ſhould 
be accounted the Authors and Deviſers of the ſaid falſhood, and reparati- 
on would accordingly b-d:manded againſt them ; yet they have notto 
this day productd any Proofs or Evidence to any of the ſaid Informati- 
ons or Surg-!tions, whereby the Parliament and the Army were ſo much 
abuſed asbetore is declared; nor could they or any of them be hitherto 
perſwaded to give into the ſaid Committee any Charge againſt the ſaid 
Officers ot the Army, which they have then or finceprocured to be ſent 
for as aforeſaid, but have held divers of them in a long and chargeable at- 
tendance upon the Hoafe, without any thing laid to theis charge, until 
the Houſe was pleated to ditharge them, | 

10, That thefaid Mr. Holl-s, Sir Poilip Stapleton, Sir William Lewis, Sir 
William Waller, Sir 7o\n Clotworthy, and Major Generall Maſſey (in fur- 
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ther purſuance of the Deſignes mentioned inthe generall Heads charged a- 
gainit them) have been great inſtruments in the ob{truting the reliete of 
Treland; And within the ſpace of two moneths aſt palt aiduntruty in- 
forme the Houſe, That by their procurement there were Fifty Companies 
of Foot, and Ten Troopes of Horſe of this Army ingaged tor Ireland, up- 
on the termes and under the condu& then by the Parliament propounded; 
and the more to delude the Parliament therein, they or ſome of them, by 
the combination aforeſaid, did procure divers Ottcers then in chis Army, 
namely, Colonell Butler, Lieutenant Colunell Zachson, Major Goodday 

and others, to give in their Names, as Litting them- 
ſelves for Treland on the (aid termes and conduct propounded : when as 
thoſe Officers did at the ſame time declare themlelves as unwilling there- 
unto, and reſolved not to goe ſerve in Ireland on any termes whatloever, 
they the ſaid Members underhand affuring them, That though they made 
uſe of their Names,yet they ſhould not goe for the lervice. They have like- 
wile untruly informed the Houle, and given in th? Names of many conli- 
derable Othcers of this Army, namely, Captaine Pennyfather and Captaine 
Burges of Colonels Butlers Regiment ; Captains Clarke, and fonre or 


more Com' Officers of Sir Hardres I/Vallers Regiment and others, as ha- 


ving beene ſubſcribed for Treland, who did not fo ingage or {ubſcribe, nor 
give any conſent thereunto ; burdid then, and have ever ſince utterly diſ- 
avowed and denyed tne fame : And about the fame time they alſo repor- 
ted to the Houſe, the Name and offer of Lien. Col. Farripntonot this Ar- 
my, and ingaging for himſelte and his Regiment tor Treland, whereas the 
ſaid Farrington had beene ca(hiered the Army a yeere and a halfe before,by 
which and other their falſe informations and reports of that nature the 
Parliament was abuſed and miſled into a conceit & confidence ofa ſtrength 
out of the Army, then ſuppoſed to be engaged and ready for Trc/and on 
their owne termes,, whereas in truth the ſame was but a meere delation, 
and which was ſo. contrived on purpote tooccalion a lighting and neg- 
le&ing of the Army as ſuppoſing no further ule for them. 

11. Whereas part of three Regiments of Foot (viz.) Colonel Harberts, 
Colonel Kemps, and Colonel Grays, were by order of the Houſe advanced 
towards the reliefe of Ireland as farre as Brom/vravs in the County of IYor= 
eſter, the ſaid Sir Phillip Stapleton, Mr. Ho!les, Sir Jobn Clitwortby, Sir Wil- 
liam Lewis, and Major Generall Mifſſ:;, Sir 1/illiam Waller, and Mr. Glyn, 
by combination aforefaid , did of thcir owns accord without the know- 
edge or dire&tion of the Houſe, on the 1ixt day of Tyre laſt being Sabhoth 
day, without ſummoning a Committee, command thoſe forces back a- 


gaine as farre as Reading, with an evill intent to draw forces together to 
beget a new warre in England. That 
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12. That the'faid Sir Fobn Clotworthy in proſecution of the defignes in 
the (aid generall charges expreſſed, hath in the year 1642, 1643,1644. and 
ſince, converted ſeverall great furames of money ( which by ſeverall Or- 
ders of Parliament, and of the Jriſþ Committee were deſigned for the re- 
liefe of Ireland) to his owne particular uſe, namely the ſumme of 280. li. 
which by Order of both Houſes dated the eleventh of February, 1642- 
was to be paid for 20. Buts of Sack for Ireland, 700. li. which the ſame 
day was alſo Ordered for two thouſand ſwords, 300. li. which by Order 
of the ſaid Iriſþ Committee dated the fifth of Aprill 1643. was deſigned for 
120. paire of Piſtols, and divers other ſummes of money upon fſeverall o- 
ther Orders which he the ſaid Sir Fobn Clotworthy from time to time recei- 
ved for the uſe and reliete of Treland, but were not imployed to the uſes 
by the ſaid Orders intended and direed, but to his the ſaid Sir Jobn Clot- 
wortbies owne private uſe as aforeſaid; and that he hath within two yeares 
Ja(t palt received ſeverall ſummes of money, Armes and other provilions 
for atroop of horſe which he pretended he had raiſed in Treland, when as 
he had not, nor did raite or furnith any ſuch Troope as he pretended, and 
that hee the ſaid Sir Fobn Clatworthy for money and other rewards hath 
preferred Fobn Davis, and VVilliam Sommers and others to bee intruſted 
with the Irifþ attairs who have kept correſpondency with the Enemy, and 
have defrauded the State of other great ſamumes of money, and hee hath 
been privy to and a ſharer in ſuch their ations. 

13. That about November laſt paſt the ſaid Sir Fobn Clotworthy, being 
by the Parliament ſent a Commillioner with others into Treland, who all 
had a joynt power and authority to treat with the Earle of Ormond for 
the ſpace of foure dayes and no more, he the ſaid Sir 7obn Clotworthy con= 
trary to the ſpeciall truſt repoſed in him, held ſecret intelligence with the 
ſaid Earle of Ormond by Cypher or Charaftter without the conſent or 
knowledge of thoſe others in commiilion wich him, and many weeks af- 


7 terthe time ſo limited was expired, and about the ſame time hee the ſaid 


vic Fobn Clotworthy held ſecret intelligence with George Lord Digby then in 
Ireland beyond the time prefixed, and without the conſent of the ſaid 0 
ther Commitlſoners, and in order thereunto , the ſaid Ormond and Dig 


by Iately imployed one Slingsby to come into this Kingdome about a de» 


| ligne concerning the Prince as he pretendeth. 


14. Thatthe ſaid Sir Joby Clotworthy, Mr. Holles, Sir Philip Stapleton 
by combination with the reſt of the Members before named, in further 
proſecution of the delignes before mentioned , well knowing that the 
Lord Lyle late Preſident of Ireland was both faithfull and vigilant while 

e was truſted in theſame Kingdome, and had now this laſt ſpring made 
M pro. 
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provitions ready to march into the field, & that the Lord Baron of Breh;1! 
Generall of the Parliaments Horſe in Munſter, & Col. Sir Arthyr Loftus per- 
ſons of honour and reputation, & of great fortunes inthe ſaid Kingdome, 
lately came purpolely into this Kingdome to exhibite and did exhibit 
many Articles ot high treaſon againſt the Lord Inchiquin for betraying the 
Parliaments Army to the enemy ( as formerly he' had done) yet by the 
great power and violent interpolition of the ſaid Sir Clotwortby, Vir. Holles 
Sir Philip Stapleton, by the practice and combination aforeſaid, the ſaid 
Articles have been obitrufted , and the butinefſe nor ſuffered to come to a 
hearing, and the ſaid Lord Lifle haltily called out of Ireland, and the 
power anJ1command of the Parliaments forces in that Kingdome com< 
mitted to the faid Lord Inchiquin to the lofſe of this ſummers ſervice, and 
the expence of much treaſure to make new preparations : and whereas the 
ſaid Lord Liſle being {o ſuddenly called from thence as aforeſaid, did de- 
figne and depute Sir Hardres VValler Knight, Major General of the forces 
there (a man of known integrity and courage buth for his ſervice in Eng- 
land and Ireland, and of conh1derable Fortunes there ) to take care of = 
ſaid Lord Lift:s Forces till the pleaſure of the Parliament may he further 
known ; but the ſaid Lord Tichequin upon the receit: of a Letter from the 
faid Sir fobn Clstworthy; Mr. Holles and Sir Philip Stapleton, or one of them 
Cor from ſome other perſon by their, orone of their direiaon, privity or 
procurement )) did exprefle that hee had order or dice&tion from London, 
that no man that tav ured ch: Ind:p-ndznts Cunder which name the ſaid 
Lord of I:c:quin hath comprehended all men that have ſhewed them- 
{e]ves oppetice to Tyranny and Arbitrary government ) ſhould have any 
tuſt or command there. Nay, althouzh they were of another judgement, 
yet if they would not proſecute the Independents th:y ſhould not bee 
imployed there, or words to that effet, And under colour thereof, the 
{aid Sir Har dres Waller, and all others that had their Commiſſions from 
the ſaid Lord Liſte while hee comman:'e] were diſplaced, to the diſcou- 
ragement of thoſe and other faichtull perſons to the Parliament, and to 
the great diſ-{ervice and hazard of the lotſe of that Kingdome. 

15- That whereas a Committee of the Houſe of Commons hath been 
lately appoinr:d by the Parliament to conlider.of Propoſitions for the 
ſettling and preſervation of Wales, whereof the ſaid Sir William Lewes 
and Mr. Glyn were and are Members, and to report the ſame to the Houle, 
They the faid Sir W:ll;am Lewes and Maſter Glyn with others of the ſaid 
Committee did on the thictieth day of April now Iatt pait without any 
authority of Parliament, before any report made to the Houſes, of their 
owne accord, in ſtead of ſettling and preſerving Wales, order that all 
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Committees for Sequeſtrations ſhould forbeare all proceedings of Sequeſt- 
rations again(t all or any the Inhabicants of Wales. _ And although ſome 
few perſons were ( upon generall heads) excepted; yet by vertue of that 
illegal Order all che Commiilioners of peace, Commillſioners of Afocia- 
tion ( though never ſo aCtive in preſſing men , and railing money for 
Forces againit the Parliament) all the Commiltoners of Array that did 
or{hould at any time come in and ſubmit to the Parliament, or their 
Commandzrs in cheite, all that had born armes againſt the rarliament, 
unleſſe they were Governours or other O hcers of Warre that held ſome 
Towne, Caſtle, or Fort againit the Parliament, all diſaffeted and ſcan- 
dalo1s Mini.ters, though in their Sermons thzy uſually reviled and ſcan- 
dalized the Parliament and their proceedings , calling them Rebels and 
Traitours; and not on-ly incenſing the people againſt the Parliamenr, 
bat uſually taking up Armzs, and leading their Pariſhioners in armes up- 
on any Alaram again th Parliam?nt; and many other deſperate Delin- 
quents have been, and till aretaken off and treed from ſequeſtration : and 
the ſai4 Ordzr was (ent toevery leverall Committee in Wales, in ſeveral 
Letters trom the ſaid Committee, contrary to ſeverall Orders and Ordi- 
ninc:s of Parliam-nt, an41 contrary to the Rules of ju'tice andequity 
which ſhould impa-tially be a 1lnini'tred as well in Wales, as in other 
placzs of this Kingd »ne, whereby the ill-affet:d Gentry and Miniltery 
of that Country are growne (o high & inſolent,that hone{t mzn dare ſcarc 
live amongit them : fo as that which was inten4:4 by th= Parliament to 
ſettle and preſerve +\ ales, is by the patice of rhe ſaid Sir William Lewes 
and Ma ter G y : pzrvzrted t» the danger an 1 de{truction ofit. 

15. Thatche ſaid Sir William Lewis and Miter Glyn have further ins 
gratiated themſelves wich thz Delinquients ot Wales, and prepared them 
for their ſaid d fign*'s in minner following: (viz. Yee the ſaid Sir W:lli- 
em Lewis hath within two yeares Jait pal! countenanced and proteCt:d 
many of the molt notorious and dangerous Delinquents within the ſeve- 
rall Count: ies of Soutbwales; namsly the Lord of Carhery, and others in 
Carmarthinſhire, Maſter Crane and others in Glamorganſbire, Maſter Mor= 
gan lat- Knight of the ſhire, Maiter Jo5n Herbert and oth :rs in B ecknock- 
ſhire, Matter Cwin, Matter Lews, and divers others in Ran. ſhire, by 
freeing ſome of them altogether from compolitians, though fequeltred, 
by laboaring divers Members of the Houle and of Committees to be 
favourable in compounding with others, ani to admitt of ſuch to their 


* compo':;tiuns as were uncapa>le thereof. And the ſaid Sir William Lewis 


hath animat:d and incovraged ſome of the (aid perſonsto continue their 


fdelicy unto ths Kings cauſe, promiung them, That it they would be 
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friends with the King for him, hee and his would be their friends in the 
Parliament : in ſo much as his friends the Delinquents in thoſe parts 
have lately looked upon him as 2 riſing man when the King ſhall come to 
London , which hath lately been their conſtanc boaſting. And the ſaid 
Sir William Lewis hath within two yeares laſt paſt cauſed divers that had 
been Commiſſioners for the King, and had prelt men, andrailed monyes 
ro promote the late Warre againſt the Parliament, namely, his Brother 
Maſter Thomas Lewis, Maſter Gwyn, Maſter Charles Walbife, Maſter Meri- 
dith Lewis, Maſter Edward Williams, and many others to be Commilhoners 
of the peace, and Committee men for the ſaid County of Brecknoc, inſv- 
much as thoſe that have been mot ative and taichfull'to the Parliament, 
have been and ſtill are outvoted in thoſe places , and can doe no confide- 
table ſervice for the Parliament : and the rather for that the ſaid Sir 
William Lewis hath alſo procured one Edward Williams his owne kinſ« 
man, and one much -diſatfe&ed to the Parliament, to be Solicitor of Se- 
queltrations in that County , who is, and hath been very remifle and 
corrupt therein. | And the ſaid Sir William Lewis hath by the meanes a- 
foreſaid lately procured Maſter Edward Lewis his ſonne, though unhr for 
that imploymeut, to be choſen and returned Burgefle for Brecknoc; which 
that hee mighe the better effet, he kept the Writ for eleCtion of the ſaid 
Burgefle above eight months in his owne cultodie before it was delivered 
to the Sheriffe of the ſaid County. And likewiſe that the ſaid Maſter Joby 
Glyn within two yeares laſt pat hath procured ſeverall perſons that have 
tately been Commiittoners of Array, and in Arms againſt the Paliament 
in Northwales, (viz. ) and others to be named in the Comes 
miſſion of the peace for the Counties of Denbigh and Carnarvan, and os 
ther Counties there, and to be put in other great places of Tra't and com+ 
mand there, and among't others, Colonel Glyn his Brother, who was late- 
ly a Colonel in the Kings Army, is by the fajd Maſter Tobn Glyns procure- 
ment become Governour of the Town & Caſtle of Carnarvan,% Admirall 
or Vice-Admirall of the 1/ifþ Seas, to the endangering of thofe countries 
lying upon the Coaſts towards Ireland, and to the feare and dilcourage- 
ment of the well-aftet:d inhabitants of thoſe places. 

17. That the ſaid Sir VVilliam Lewis, being heretofore during theſe 
troubles, Governour of Portſmouth, a Garriſon for the Parliament ( in 
which time he received much of the publike treaftre, for which hee hath 
not yet given an accompt.) did while he was Governour there, frequencly 
hold correſpondence and intel!igence with the Kings party, about the d:- 
livery up of the (aid Garrifon, inſfomuch as although Sir YVilliam VV aller 
& diyers others in that Garriſon were proclaimed Tray torsto the King, 
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yet he (by the Kings ſpeciall command) was (pared, the King affirming 
that the ſaid Sir V/Villiam Lewis was his friend, and that he was confident 
he would doe him good (ervicz,or to thateffe&,and although he then was 
a Parliament man, and Governour of Portſmexth, as aforeſaid, and his e- 
ſtate in the ſaid County ot 5: econ. ( being of the value of above ſize hun- 
dred pounds per an. ) was three yeares in the Kings quarters, yet the ſame 
was never ſequeitred. And tince the Parliament hath prevailed, Colonel 
Harbert Price Eſquir, having beene Governour of Brecknock for the King 
againſt the Parliament being {cqueſtred, the ſaid fir Williem Lewis by his 
ſolicitations to the Conmittee procured the perſonall eſtate of the ſaid 
Colonell Price, (which the Committee of the County had found out and 
cauſed to be brought to Morgan Aubreyes houſe in Brecon. to bee reſtored 
unto him without any ſatisfation to the State and hath procured his the 
ſaid Colonell Prices Lands in the ſaid County of Brecon. being worth a- 
bout three hundred pounds fer annum, to be let to a friend of the faid Col. 
Prices, to his wives ule,at 50 pounds per aznum,contrary to the diretions 
of ſeverall Ordinances of Parliament, made in that behalte. 

15. That the ſaid Mr. 1b» Glyn, or ſome other perſon or perſons, by 
his dire&ion, conſent, or privity, or to his uſe, hath during ts heing a 
member of the Houſe of Commons taken rewards of feverall perſons tor 
ſervice done them in the Houſe, as namely among!t others drivers Dro- 
vers from V/Vales who by his meanes and procurement had an allowance 
by order of the Honſe for 3000. 1. in ſatisfaftion of loſſes they had ſuttai- 
ned by the Enemy, did pay unto the Wife of the ſaid Mr, Glynthe ſume of 
one hundred pounds as a reward for his faid ſervice. 

19. Tharthe ſaid Mr. Ioby Glyn as he hach beene moſt ative to bring 
into the Commiſſioners of Peace and into other places of authority divers 
notorious Delinquents in North-Wales as aforeſaid, ſo hee hath beene as 
ative(as much as in him [yes )to put out & keep? out of the Militia and 
Common Counſell of Leo:don, and ont of the Commiſion of the peace 
for Middleſex, many eminent and faichfull men that have Jaid our their 
Eſtates and adventnred their lives for the defence of the Parliament and 
City inthetime of their greateſt neceſlity, namely Alderman Penz/nztor, 
Col. Tichlorne, Mr. Eaftwich, Mr. Moyer, and others contrary to the De- 
claration of both Kingdomes, which hath afſure4 all lawtull favour and 
encouragem-nt to thoſe that have beene faithfull and ſhall ſo continne to 
the Parliament, which doings muſt needs tend to the giving a trefh occa= 
lon and power to the Enemy againſt the Parliaments belt friends, to the 
dilbonour of the Parliament and endangering of the Kingdome. 

20, That the (aid Sir Philip Stapleton, Mc. Hollgs, and Six William Lewis 
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h-vo bytheir power and countenance, as Members of the Houſe of Com» 
m1, both joyntly and ſeverally uſed meanes to obſtrudt the courſe of 
1c: , and have interpoſed themlelves in (everall cauſes, and by word 
ot mouth moved and perſwaded Judges and other O.hcers , on the be- 
hale of (uch as they conceive tobe their fiiends among't others, whereas 
a v62:2t caue was lately depending in the Houle of Lords betweene Alder- 
man Langvam and Captaine Lymery , and Counſell was met for the plea- 
ding thereof : The ſaid Sir Philep Stapleton, Mr. Hcllzs, and Sir William Le- 
wis, did vepaire to the Earle of Rutland about the ſame , and the ſaid Sir 
P i ip Stapleton told the ſaid Earle that they ( meaning himlelfe and the 
C.id Mr. Eollis and Sir William Lewis) were fully fatished concerning the 
juitneſs of Langhams cauſe, and theretore as the ſaid Earl did reſpet them, 
the (aid Si Philip Srap-e'on, Mr. H Uis, and Sir William Lew, or expe&cd 
from them, hz the ſaid Earl of Rutland ſhould give his Vote tor Lanybam, 
or uſed words to that efte& , whichalſo was ſeconded by the ſaid Maſter 
His in words, and agreed unto by the ſaid Sir J/ill'am Lewis , as appea- 
red by his preſence and ge'' ure, and the {aid Sir IVilliam Lewis did exerciſe 
the ſame power in a cauſe of Joon Gunter and others. 

> 1. That the aid Mr. 4ntbony Nicholls (although about 4. years ſince he 

was (by the Comm'trtee of priviledges) Voted that he was nut a Member 
iro litin the Route by reaſon his eletion was void , yet he the (aid Mr. 
Nicholls doth not only lit and Vote there as a Member , but by his power 
and threats jn the Weſt- countreyes , and by his ſolicitations ani indire& 
p:afti e: hath broughtin, or procured to be brought in about 28. Mcem- 
b-rs moe out of Cornwall, on purpole to carry on the deiignzs and pratti= 
{}s be! or: mentioned, and to make a faftion in the {aid Houſe. And not- 
wichlanding the ſelie-d-nying O:dinance, hee the ſaid Mr. Nich,ls doth 
{it} hold a place in the Tower formerly conferred upon him by the 
Ho'1fe. and receiveth the profits rhereof to his owne ute. 

22. That the faid Mr. Nicholls hath iince his {fitting in the Houfe as a- 
foreſaid, taken rewards for his {ſervice done there , nameiy, whereas Sir 
1/illiam Vvedall Knight, for defertiny, the Parliament, an« going to Torks 
wich the King, was ſuſpended the Houſe. He the ſaid Mr. Nicholls, for the 
ſam of 01c hunJred pounds,or an hundred & tifiy pounds paid unto him, 
or to his uſe by the (aid Sir I/:lliam Voedall, or fome tor him, did by mit- 
informations to the Houle , procure © e ſaid ir 1/illiam UVvedall to be re- 
admitted a Member of the faid Houle ; And the faid Mr. Nicholls while he 
was a Member ot the Committee for ſafety , he & others of theſaia Com- 


miitec,having ifſuecd forth a warrant for ſearching Greenwich hou(e:he the I 


{wid Vater Nicbo!s did under-hand acquaint one of the Queens Officers 
there» 
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therewith, and thereby prevented the Deſigne of the ſaid Committee, to 
great diſſervice of the Parliament and Kingdome. 

23. That the ſaid Mr. Lony, at the beginning of the late Wars, not ha- 
ving courage ſufficient to performe his duty in Militia affairs , did out of 
covetouſneſle, or other unworthy end, procure a command of a Troo 
of horle, un er his Excellency, the Jate Lord Generall, the Earle of Eſſex, 
but when ever his ſaid Troope came upon any ſervice, he the ſaid Matter 
Long out of feare or treachery, unworthily abſented himſelfe , and never 
was ſeene or known to charge the Enemy in perſon, though his Troope 
often engaged, namely atthe Battail of Edge-bill, when he ſaw there were 
like to be blows, he the faid Mr. Long left the field, and never charged be- 
fore his Troop 3 and at the Battail, or fight at Brainford, though his troop 
were there , yet he itaid at London till the danger was paſt, and fighting 
done. And when his T xoop was fent into the Welt, he took no other no- 
tice of it but to receive his pay , and in the meane while he repaiced into 
the County of Eſſex, and procured a commillion to be a Colonel of Harle 
and in ſtead of tighting againſt the Parliaments enemics, he betooks hims 
ſelte to plunder and oppreſle the Parliaments friends there , and contrary 
to Ocder, and without any authority, or exigencies of Warre compelling 
him thereunto, entorced great ſums of nioney , and many Horles and o- 
ther proviltions from the country, namely from Mr. Thomas Mmnwood , 2 
man well affect :d, who had che Generalls prote&tions, an4 ( whoſe horfes 
were taxen from his plow) aad others, to the great lofſzs an | oppreition 
of th2peoyple, an4 to the great diſhonour of the Parliament, whoſe ſer- 
vice he neverchel-ti2n2glet:d, and hath not hicherto given an accompr of 
the great /ums of money, and otherthings, that he ſo exat-d of the coun+ 
trey as afore-ſaid. 

2 4. That the faid Maſter Long afterwards upon pretence of ſome Iofles 
ſuitain« d by the enemy, and {ome great ſervice he had done for the State, 
did procure of the Houle a great office in the Chancery ; nam-ly to be the 
chiete Regiſter of chat Court, wherein hisskill was little, and whereof he 
was, and itil! is altogether uncapable ; and although for a time upon the 
ſelfe-denyinz Ordinance he was diſplaced ; yet, upon the motion , or by 
the power and meanes of the ſaid Maſter Hollis, he hath obtained the ſame 
office againe to the great prejudice of skiltull Clerkes that have beene tre 
up in the ſaid Court, to the diiſer, ice of the common- wealth and the dil- 
honour of the Howe. 

25. That the ſaid Maſter Long on purpoſe to drive on the deſignes 
in the faid fevcrall charges expreſſed, hath for the ſpace of two yeares 
laſt palt , ulually preſſed and urged ſeverall members to give their "ou 
acl 
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fuch wayes as he pleaſed, and to that end and purpoſe doth conſtantly 
place himſelfe neare the doore of the Houſe , that when any debate is 
concerning any deligne wherein his party is engaged , he the (aid Matter 
Long, hath uſed much tampering and violence to ſuch of his owne party 
as would goe out of the Houſe, and hath perſwaded them to continue 
there for their Votes, and he the ſaid Mr. Long in caſe any ſuch have gone 
out of the Houſe , hath veen very inquiſitive where they might be found, 
that ſo he may goe for then when the bulineffe in debate comes neer to be 
put tothe Vote; and it they come not according to his expeCtation, doth 
ordinarily and ſpeedily run out of the Houſe himſelſe to call them & drive 
them in again, that he hath been commonly called (by thoſe that are with- 
out the Houſe, and have taken notice of his ations ) the Parliamenc Dri- 
ver ; whereby the freedome of the Members is taken from them, the man- 
ner of Parliaments proceedings much ſcandalized , and many times evill 
and dangerous delignes drove on in a fattion by Votes , to the great pre- 
judice of the Common-wealth. 

All which matters and things the ſaid Army ſhall and will be ready 
(in convenient time) to make good by proofe upon Oath, as this Honou- 
rable Rouſe ſhall dire&. And tor that by reaſon of the ſtraitnefſe of time, 
and other more weighty affaires of the Army , they could not fo fully fi- 
nith and accompliſh the ſaid Articles, therefore the ſaid Army till reſerves 
turther libercy to adde other Articles againſt the ſaid Members or any of 
then at any tine before their Tryall, as occalion ſhall ſerve.

SD2EX 2, That the Army may be paid up equall with the De- 
ſertors thereof, according to the late Vores of Parliament : And thatthe 


Army may forthwith be put into a conſtant courſe of pay, that they may 
not beſo burdeznlome and oppreſhve to the Countrey; for the more ſpeedy 
performance whereof ; Wee delire, that the Houſe of Peers would ve 
pleaſed to concurre with the defires of the Houle of Commons, (fo often 
propoſed to them) for the reviving of the Committee for the Army, that 
{o the Allc{ſements and great ſuammes in Arrears , both in the City and

betore we could have a confident exp-Aation of a good

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19112 it might have ſome appearance of delay : yet by men thatare 
z-alous of the Kingdomes good( we hope) no endeavour will be judged 
un1cc2llary, that may ſecure the Kingdome from the danger of auy new 
imbroyiicments. 

\Vce are now come thus farr, that the moſt materiall particulars 
which w-have in preparation to propoſe, for the generall ſettlement of 
the affairs of the Kingdome, have bin communicated to the Parliaments 
Comnilioners; and we hope they are fatished , that they containe in 
them thin!'s tending to a generall gocd, and to lay an hopefull Founda- 
tion for common Right, and Freedome, to the people of this Land for 
future; and fora laſting peace amongſt us.

Ee received this incloſed paper the IJaſt night, from the hatids of a 

very well-atfe&ted Citizen , it was delivered him by an Officer of 

the City Militia, who being invited to meet ſome Citizens at. Skinntrs 
Hall upon Wedneſday laſt, wich divers others to ligne the ſame,'apd offe- 
ring to diſpute againit the matter of it, to ſhew how dangerous and iHe- 
gall it was, was tilenc't and told that it was not to be diſputed, but to be 
11gned and joyned in , there being divers Citizens and others at the ſame 
place for that purpole, which when he nnderſtood, he tooke this printed 
copy away with hint. 
By the contents of which when you read it , you will eaſily pereeive 
what it tends to, and how deſperate and dangerous it is to the hazard of 
the whole Kinglome, and to truſtrate all thoſe endeavours of the Parlia« 
ment, the Army and Kingdome for an happy ſetclement , and likewite to 
precipitate all intoa new and bloudy Warre, we cannot therefore but ac- 
quaint you that we looke on this as a bulinefſe {et on foote by the malice 
of ſome deſperate minded men, this being their Jatt Engine tor the put- 
ting all into confulion , when they could not accompliſh their wicked 
ends by other means.

mult needs be accompted, that ſeemed to patſe the Houſe on Monday lait, & 
which ſhall paſſe hereatter untill better provilion be made for the fate and 
free ſitting of the Houſes of Parliament , there being no effetuall courſe 
taken by the City lince the laſt adjournment of the Houſes to prevent the 
like tumulcs for the futare, no nor ſo much as a Declaration from them to 
ſhew their diſlike thereof, but on the contrary it is generally voyced in the 
Town, that there will be a tar greater confluence of Apprentices, Fefor- 
madoes, and others, on Friday at the Parliament doors ; and particularly 
notioe Was given to me, that after they had made the Houle vote what they 
pleaſed , they would deſtroy me ; I hadlikewiſe information given mee, 
that there would be a great number of Apprentices of a contrary Opinion 
& affe&tions, to the other about the Parliament doors on Friday morning, 
which I fore-ſaw mult of neceſlity cauſe a great conibultion, and in proba- 
bility occaſion much bloud-ſhed ; the preventing of which miſchiets, to 
gether with the conliderations afore-ſaid , have weighed more with mee - 
then any thing which may concern my particular, and eſpecially having 
ſerved the Houſe faithfully and diligently for the ſpace of very neere ſeven 
years, in a true and Parliamentary way of proceedings, that I might nor 
now be made a ſervant to ſuch a multitude to transfer unon them the co-- 
lour of Parliamentary authority , therewithal] to-abule and deceive the 
A minds 
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min-1:8, and to deſtroy the lives, liberties, and eſtates of the people of this 
k\\ngdom ; And having taken a ſolemn Proteltation and Covenant in my 
place and calling to maintain the priviledges of Parliament, 8 the rights 
and liberties of the Subje&s,l could not now ſatitie my (elfe, but by ablen- 
ting my (elfe at this time , rather then by my preſence to give any ſhadow 
or countenance of the authority of Parliament to ſuch apparent yiolati- 
ons, thereof; neither can the omilliorf of a circumſtance, or ſome formali- 
ty in the adjournment of the Houſe, (when through torce and violence it 
cannot meet and lit in any ſortas a Parliament) be any prejudice to the fu- 
ture meeting and proceedings-thereof, when it may meet and fit again as a 
free Parliament, it being well known that nothing can diſſolve this Parli- 
aient but an Act of Parljament. * nz. 
Whena company of Apprentices , Reformadoes and others, ſhall call 
the Ordinances of Parliament pretended Ordinances, thall lock the doors

manded, when they {hall juitly pull and hale. the Speaker all the way hee 
went down to his Coach, and force him to avoid their violence t& betake 
himſelfe to the next coach he could get into for refuge , when they {haſt 
breath forth bloudy threats againlt the Members as they cameout of the- 
Houſe, and lince again!t me in particular at the next meeting of the Houſe: 
(as Tam credibly inform?d) & when there is no appearance, but that they 
will continue to doe as formerly they have done, or tar worſe,on Friday, I 
could not in diſcharge of my Trait, Proteltation, and Covenant, lit inthe 
Chaire of the Houſe of Commons whil{t it ſhall be in ſuch a condition : 
but ſo ſoon as it may lit again in freedom and fatety, I (hall be ready to at- 
tend the ſervice thereof ; but till then as I have upon the fore-mentioned 
grounds, fully farisfied my own conſcience, fo I doubt not but I (hall give 
the whole Kingdom (whoſe interelt is moſt concerned.in it) ample ſatis- 
trion in the neceſſity of my abſence, © William Lenthall, Speaker.

WIZ) Commilſioners of Parliament reſiding with the Army, tobe 
V” treated on in purſuance of thoſe generall defires , exprelt in 
our former Declarations & Papers, for the ſecuring of the common rights 
and liberties, and a preſent ſetling of the peace of the Kingdom. In which 
bulineſſe, (notwithſtanding the many interruptions and diſturbances, 
with daily advertiſements of the indire& and treacherous pradtiſes and 
preparations of the Committee of Militia, and others in and about the Ci- 
ty of London ,and el(e-where tending to a new War, have occaſioned , to 
the diverting or retarding of ourproceeding therein, yet,) we have made

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But the late pernicious Engagement ſet on foote in the Citie,aud(much 
more) that predigious violence done to both Houſes of Parliament on 
Munday laſt, having wholly caken us off for preſent,and rendred all pro- 
ceeding in the way of I reaty thereupon meerely vaine and hopelefſe, un- 
till it ſhall pleaſe God, the Parliament be righted and vindicated againk 
that violation done to it, and reſtored into a condition of freedome, fo as 
the unqueſtioned Members of it may repaire together with fafetie , and 
proceed according to their juſt freedome. Wee have thonght good in the 
meane time to make this publique tender of the Heads of the Propoſalls 
to the Conſideration of the whole Kingdome,wherein though all circum- 
ſtances requiſite to be determined in an aQuall ſettlement, be not fo fully 
and perfe&ly cxpreffed, as upon the Treaty intended ( if not interrupted, 
as before,) they might ſpeedily have been, yet all men may ſee and under- 
ſtand in thele the effe&t and bottome of our deſires, whereupon wee have 
fincerely ſtudied, that a preſent peace might be ſatled ; which ſame thing, 
( with and after ſuch vindication of the Parliament, as may againe render 
it into a capacitie to eſtabliſh the ſame,)wee ſhall ill faichfully endeavour 
to the utmoſt of our powers, and accordingly ſhall expe& the chearfull 
and hearty concurrence of all thoſe who are or ſhall be ſatisfied; concern- 
ing the integrity of our intentions to the peace and welfare of the King- 
dome in theſe Propoſalls, or who ſhall { for the maine ) deſire or approve 
of the ſame things with us in order to a ſettlement. 

And to theſe Propoſalls which wee here ficſt tender as neceſſary to a 
Peace, and upon which wee defire the ſeale of peace, ( in the reſtitution of 
his Majeſty and others to their Rights, and in an A& of Oblivion to be 
paſt,) wee cannot but adde the further expreſſion of our defiresin ſome 0- 
ther particulars, which (though not ſo effentiall to peace, as neceſſarily to 
precede the ſetling of it, yet ) being matters of very publique , and ( moft 
of them ) of generall grievance to the Kingdome (which wee every where 
finde the Out-cryes of, ) and being contained in, or purſuance of the fame 
things expreſſed in our former Repreſentacions,and Papers : Wee (hall de- 
fire, that ( the Parliament being ſet free ) no time may be loſt for a ſpeedy 
Confideration of them, fo as the former things for the preſcnt ſetling of 
peace be not delayed thereby.

to the fourth particular laſt preceding, wee (hall ſpeedily offer ſome fur- 
ther particulars, (in the nature of cules) which wee hope will be of good 
uic towards publick ſatisfaQion.

A DECLARATION 
From his Excellency 


S'THO: FAIRFAX% 
And his Councell of V Varre. 


DA AR Hen this Army was formerly led by the 
STS 7 manifold diſpenſations of Gods providence, and the 
Nafp grounds then declared, to advance towards the Citie 
WI]. of London , wee held it our duty, to yeeld the King- 

, domezthe ſam of thoſe defires which we had to pro- 
poſe on behalf of it,and our ſelves, wherein we ſhould 
acquieſce : And having received from the Parliament, 
"OUR ſome hopes of due ſatisfaQtion therein,and ſome afſu- 
rance from the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Common-Councell of the 
City of Eondon,ofthe ready concurrence with us in thoſe things; and allo 
great reſolution profeſſed by them. of their care and tendernefſe, to pre- 
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ſerve all the Rights and Priviledges of Parliament, fafe, free, and inviola- 
ted, from attempts of all kinds, wee doe appeale to God, to the City,and 
to all men, what a ſpeedy compliance to their deſires for our remoyall to 
a further diſtance, found in this Army , for preventing all fearee, jealou- 
fies, and other inconveniences to the Citie, and to give cleare teſtimony, 
that wee had nothing in cur breafts, but thoughts of peace, and the good 
and welfare both of Parliament, City, and Kingdome, notwithſtanding 
many falſe and ſcandalous reports raiſed, that we ſought our ſelves, that 
we had vile and wicked ends, and that nothing would fatisfie the Souldier 
but the plunder of the City ; the contrary whereof did manifeſtly ap- 
peare,When they readily marched back upon hopes of fatisfaQion in their 
defires of publique concernmenr. 

Having then upon the aforeſaid confidence ſo withdrawne, and out of 
a jult ſenſe of the Countries ſuffering (by quartering ) removed the Head- 
quarter of the Army above forty miles from London, and diſperſed the reft 
well nigh two hundred miles, for the more eaſc of all parts,and that wee 
might give the better ſatisfaQion to the Kiogdome. And being in this fe- 
cure way, and labouring after the fuddain ſettlement of the Kingdome, 
we had even brought to perfeQion the particular Propeſals ( included in 
the generals of our firſt Repreſentation ) to be ſent to the Parliament, for 
a finall conclulion of all our troubles. And alſo had made pood progrefle 
towards the preſent reliete of diſtreſſed Jreland, by aligning a competent 
force, both of horſe and foot , forthwith to have advanced for that 
ſervice. 

But the Kingdomes,and our Enemies being moſt vigilant and ative, to 
prevent, and ftufirate thoſe good intentions , and endeavours of ours ; 
{ that they might carry on their former evill deſignes ) and under-hand 
praQiſes, and alfo preſerve themſelves from the hand of juftice,rhey have 
endeavoured to caſt the Kingdome into a new and bloudy warre: And for 
that end have procured the under- hand-liſting of feverall Reformadoes, 
and others, have contrived, promoted, and cauſed to be entred into by 
ſeverall perſons, a wicked and treaſonable combination, as is ſuthciently - 
manifeſted by a Declaration paſſed thereupon by both Houſcs of Parlia- 
ment, the 23. of July laſt, for the prevention of the diſturbances that were 
life to enſue therevpon ; from which kinde of diſorders the Citie had been 
well preſerved, during the ſpace of almoſt foure yeares, whilelt rhe Adilitia 
was in the hands of the old Commiſſioners, whereby ir appeares there wag 
cauſe for che Army to latreat the Parliament, that the 2filitia might be 
returned into the hands it was in before 5 as alle for divers other good 
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Now that on a {uddain this t1uſt which they had fo faithfully diſchar- 
ged ({o long, thould be'taken ont of theic hands, and put into the hands 
of others, ſome whereof ( at the-beſt ) have been very coole in the ſervice 
of the Pacliament at the beginning ct this Warre ; That this ſhould be 
prefſed, and in a manner forced upon the Parliament with ſuch importu- 
nitie from the Common- Councell, that ſome out of every Ward (hould 
be allizned to ſollicite the Members of the Houſe of Commons every day as 
they went in and out at the Houſe; with profeſſions that they would ne- 
ver leave the doore cf the H.uſe, till they were ſatisfied in their defices. 
That they would not be contented wich the 44:4itiz of the City of Lon- 
417 onely,unl«flz they might have power alſo over that of the Suburbs and 
and ou'-pa: ts : and allthis before the peace of the Kingdome was ſetled, 
er the Propoſitions ſent to the King for that purpoſe. 

Theſe things miniſtred great cauſe of ſuſpition, that this alteration of 
the Mikitiz was in order to a defigne, and to make the tearmes of the 
Peace, and agreement with the King, ( on which the ſecurity of che whole 
Kingdome, and their poſterity is to be bottomed) more ſutable to the pri- 
vate bargainings and undertakings of ſome men,then tothe publique wel- 
fare of the whole Kingdome,in its ſecurity and profpericy,for the preſent, 
and in future times. Bur this deligne diſcovered it ſelfe more cleerely by 
ſuch things as accompanied the purſuir of this alteration of the iitia, 
and enſued upon the obtaining thereof : At the ſame time that the alte- 
ration of the M/itiz of London was ſet on foot, the ſame perſons with as 
much earneſtneſs preſſed for the dizbanding of this Army,before any thing 
was {erled for the ſecurity and liberty of the Kingdome. At the ſame time 
the CoMmon-Councell was new modulized, and a Lord Mayor choſen 
that might ſuite with the preſent deſfigne in hand: Ac the ſaid time ( un- 
dzr colour of differences ia ſome circumſtances of Church- Government ) 
it was earneſtly endeavoured, that ſuch as bad been conſtantly true and 
moſt fzichtull og the interelt of rhe Kingdoie fhould be diſabled, to have 
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any imployment in Church or Common: wealth, either in England or Tre- 
L1»ud, and withouc any fſuca colour or pretence, divers perſons were left 
out of the Common-Councell, and 14:1:tia. of eminent deferts and fideli- 
ty : and others brought into their roomes that had either teſtified an ill af- 
{Rion, or little afkeRion to the Parliament, and their cauſe : and ſuch as 
ſeeking to withdraw themſelves from all imploy ment in the beginning of 
this Warre, now at the winding up thereof, are ambitious to thraſt them- 
ſelves into imployment, with a deſtgne ( as may juſtly be ſuſpefted)to fru- 
ſtrate and overthrow in the clole of all, the fruit and effeft of all the coſt 
and bleud that hath been ſpent and (pile in this cauſe:and after that with 
difficulcy, and not without reluQtancy, in the Houſes of Parliament they 
had cbtained the power of the Militia, in the Citie of London, and alſo in 
the out parts for the ſpace of one yeare. Many Officers and under- Ofi- 
cers in the Trained Bands, of xnown truſt and fidelity were diſplaced, and 
others of more doubtfull affe&ions place in their roomes, litile care was 
taken of the honour of the Parliament, which was continually trampled 
under-foot, and their authority attronted by every rabble of Women, Ap- 

rentices, Reformadoee, and Souldiers, which latter fort of perlons were 
thereby fo incouraged to riſe higher and higher, in their tumultucuscat- 
riages againſt the Houſe, till at length ie is riſen to that height of barba- 
rous and monſtrous violence againſt the Pailijamen?, that tliey might (ec 
themſelves on worke, and the Kingdome on fire againe. And'ncw at length 
the deſigne appeares open faced, and though the 1i/iriz bemade as the 
principall ground of the quarrel), yet by the late vowes and engagements 
ſet on foote before any alteration ot the 13litiz, and the prefling to much 
the Meſſage of the 12. of 11y, and the Kings comming to Lon to con- 
firme the ſame, ſhew, that the Afilitizis detired but in order to that de- 
ligne, and to force the Parliament ( being wholly in their power ) to ſuch 
Termes of peace as they pleaſed. 

2, In the next place when the intereſt of the Common: Courcell, in 
their change of che 41:72 (hall be claimed as the Birth-right of the City 
of London, ( which they never had any colour to pretend to, ſaving by the 
indulgency of the Parliamentunto them ſince this Parliament, in reſp: 
of the great uſe they have had of them, and the many good ſervices they 
have received trom them. ) Ic is time for all the Kingdome to look to ther 
Birth-righte, it ſuch a claime (hall be held up againſt both the Houſes of 
Parliament, That wpon no cccaſicn whatſoever, nor in no time of awiger and di- 
ſtradion whatſoever, they may appoint thoſe that ſhall bave the power of the Mi 
litia of London, without tbe conſent of the Councell ; eſpceially when as the Hou- 


ſes ſhall ſit unaer their power, 
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The late Example may evidence to all the World. who ſhall be Mafters 
of the Parliaments freedome and Reſolutions : And common reaſon will 
teach every man who (hall be Maſters of the Birth-rcights of the whole 
Kingdome, when there ſhall be no Army on foote, when they have the 
eonhidence to diſpute for the Maſtery , notwichſtanding ſuch an Army as 
this to checke and ballance them in behalfe of the Kingdome and Parliz- 
ment. 

3. Laſtly, The Army diſcerning how intimate fome of the new 14liti: 
were with {ume of the rt. accuſed Members, how forward they were to 
comply and a& with them in theic endeavours, to raiſe a new Warre ; 
how they made 18, or 19. Votes in order thereunto together with them 
in one night. 

A'l which, the Common- Councell and Parliament diſliked and revo- 
ked, how notwithſtanding afterwards they ſecretly promoted their De- 
tignes by private Liſtings, which now appeare to have been ſtill working 
under ground. | ; 

The Army, wee ſay, obſerving this, and having nothing morein theic 
thoughts and delires, then to ſettle a ſpeedy, fate, and well-gronnded 
peace, and to prevent a new Warre, found it neceflary to delire, | 

That the 141::i2 might be put into the hands wherein it was former- 
ly, who bad approoved themielyes both to the Army, Parliament, and 
Kingdome, to L: ſober-minded men, and not given to any praftite wherc- 
by a new Warre might bekindled, 

To the intent, that the Army being ſecured by that meanes from that 
danger, might wich the more cor.fidence retire further from the City, er.- 
large their Quarter for the greater eaſe of the Kingdome, and intend 
wholly the ferling of a fure peace in this Ringdome, and a ipeedy and ef- 
feAuall rcliefe of Trelans, which was almoſt brought to a period, and nc+ 
thing in the fight of man could have hindred, but thx curſed prattice of vio» 

lence upon the Parliament, under pretence of the Militia, which according 19 our 
deſire, being hood againe into the hands of the old Commiſſioners, by an Ordi- 
nance of both Houſer, d ted the 21, of July, ( in purſuance of the aforeſaid trea- 
fonable combination ) ſeverall Petitions were preſented t9 the Common» Copnce! 
of the Cityof LOND ON, in the name of the Apprentices and otters, im- 
porting their Deſires, that the Militia of the City might continue in the bands 
of the ſurmer Gommiſſionert, according ta tbe Ordinance of the 4. of May laſt, 

Whereupon Monday 7: the ix and twentieth, the CUmmon-Coun- 
cell of the Ciry preſents their Peririons to both Houſes, for changetrg the 
Militia, wherein the Houſe of Lords refuſe to alter theic refolutions 
the Heuk of Commons aufwered, they would take it into gg” 
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the next morning. Notwithſtanding which, the City and Kingdome can- 
not be ignorant with what rage and infolency the tumult of Apprentices 
the ſame day forced both Houſes. They blocke up their dooree, twearing 
they would keepe them in, till they had paſſed what Votes they pleaſcd ; 
they threatened the Houſes, if they granted not their deſires, knocking, 
hooping,and hallowing ſo at the Parliament-doores,that many times the 
Members could not be heard to ſpeake or debate, not ſuffering the Houſe 
of Commons to divide for determining ſuch Queſtions, as were pur, cry- 
ing out, That thoſe that gave their Votes againſt them, ſhould be fent ont 19 
them; very often and loudly, ſaying, eAfyree, agree, diſpatch, weel wait ns 
longer ; and in this outragious manner, they continued at the Houle doore 
above eight houres together,the City-Guards there preſent, nor the City 
relieving them,by reaſon whereof the Houſe was forced to Vote what that 
rude multitude wouid demand , and then adjourned the Houſe till the 
next morning ; After which the Houſe rifing,the Speaker and many Mem- 
bers going out of the Houſe, they forc'd them back againe into the Houle: 
Many of the Apprentices prefling in with them, where they ſtood with 
their hats on their heads, and compelled the Speaker to take the Chaire, 
and the Houſe to Vote in their preſence what they pleaſed , committing 
many other inſolencies, as is publiſhed by the Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons in his Declararation , and is too well known by all then pre- 
ſent; And during the time of this execrable violezce done by the {aid Ap- 
prentices, Weftm:nſter-Hall and the Pallace-yard was bid with Retorma= 
does and other ill-affe&ed perſons deſigned ro back them. 

After this the Houſes being adjourned till Friday following , upon the 
Thurſday the Apprentices printed and poſted a paper in {everall places 
of the Citie, requiring all their fellowes to be early at the Parliament the 
next morning, for that they intended to adjourne by ſeven of the clock. 
and that for a moneth. Thus the Speakers with many of the Members cf 
both Houſes were driven away from the Parliament. 

This in briefe being the true ſtate of things, as they have broke forth 
within theſe few dayes, ( which are fo contrary to all thoſe pretences of 
Peace, and deteſtation of a new Warre, of late fo frequently held forth on 
all ſides,) all meri may obſerve to what maturity the long projefted De- 
frgne of ſome men, (of whom are thoſe that are impeached by us,) is now 
brought, and may be traced in the ſeverall ſteps thereof, as it hath tended 
to the enſlaving this Kingdome, and the deſiruRion of all ſuch well-affe- 
Red people, who would not comply with them therein 3 ſo as by what 
now is come to light, the juſtnefle of that cauſe, 'this Army had engaged 


themſelves in, and'che great and wonderfull mercy of God in cnn 
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them together, we affure our ſelves doth now clearly appeare to all meas 


eyes and apprehenſione, and will every day more and more be acknow- 
ledged, even by thoſe that have heretofore made a queſtion of it. 

And it when this Kingdome hath ſpent ſo much of its bloud and trea- 
ure, hath paſt through ſuch un heard of dangers, and overcome ſuchdif- 
hci!cies ſo many yeares together ; All that they muſt now hope for and 
reit in,muſt only be what the King grants in kis MeſTzge of the 12 of May 
laſt: And if this muſt be impoſed upon mens judgements and conſcienccs 
Lz7 an oath, and now entred into in a tumultuous and unlawftall way, and 
by outrage maintained in deip'ght and comtempt of the Parliament. If ra- 
ther then this ſhuld not be accompliſhed, the Pariiament it {elfe muſt be 
violated and forced into the hands of ſuch of the Members thereof as bave 
ſecretly abetted and tomented thoſe praRiſes to that end ; That theſe hid- 
den counſels and works of darkneſſc might, when they come to their full 
bi th, have the image of higheſt authority in the face of them, the better 
to gaine credit theretnto, & ſecure the Authors of them from puniſhment; 
For the evidence of all waich,wee refer our ſelves to the particulars in our 
Charpe againſt the 11. Members , compared with thoſe paſſages of late 
broke forth, before rehearſt, unto which wee ſhall now onely adde ( and 
leave it tothe conſideration of all wiſe and good men ) with what artifice 
and boldnefſe theſe Members have ſervwd themſelves of thoſe horrid tu- 
mul's and vio:ences of their own creating ( inſtead of ſh:wing their dete- 
ſtation of them ) againe to intrude themſelves into the publique managing 
of aftaircs, and inevitably to embioyle the Kingdome in a new war;whic 
their own revenge and the compaſling of their former plots and delignes 
makes them ſo greedily thirſt after, If theſe things ( we ſay ) muſt be the 
end and up-ſhot of all, what then remaines to this poore Kirgdume and 
all true hearted Engliſhmen, but to joyne together as one man with their 
cuunſels, eſtates and lives in this way, as our laſt refuge under God, which 
he by his wiſe and gracious providence hath provided and reſerved by 
keeping up this Army even toa Miracle, fo to prevent the aforeſaid evils, 
and to procure to this dying Kingdome, yet a ſetled peace and happineſle, 
if it be his bleſſcd will? ; 

Theſe things being ſeriouſly conſidered by ur, wee have thought fe in 
the name of the Army to declare, that all ſuch Members of eicher Houſe 
of Parliament as are already wich the Army for the ſecurity of their per- 
ſons, and for the ends afu1cfaid,are forced to abſent themſelves from eſt- 
minſter,ghat wee (hall hold and eſteeme them #s perſons in whom the pub- 
lick truſt of the Kingdome is fill remainipg, though they cannot for the 
preſentfit as a Parkament yith frgedome and (afety at Wefiminf ms by 
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whoſe advice & counſels, we defire to govern our ſelves in, in the manag- 
ing theſe weighty atlaires; and to thit end we invite them to make _ 
to this Army, to Joyne with us in this great cauſe, wee being reſolved,and 
doe hereby faithfully oblige our ſelves to ſtand by them therein, and to 
live and die with them againſt all Oppoſicion whatſoever, and in particu- 
lar wee doe hold our felyes bound to owne that honourable a& of the 
Speaker of the Houle of Commons,who upon the grounds he himſelfe ex- 
prefſed in his Declaration ſent unto us, hath aQually withdrawn himſelfe; 

and hereupon we doe further ingage to uſe our utmoſt and ſpeedy endea- 

yours, that he and thoſe Members of either Houſe, that are thus inforced 

away from their attendance at Weſtminſter, may with freedome and ſecu- 

rity lit there, and againe diſcharge cheir truſt,as a free and a legall Parlia= 

ment, and in the meane time wee doe declare againſt that late choice of a 

new Speaker by ſome Gentlemen at Weſtminſter, as contrary to all right 

Reaſon, Law, and Cuftome, and wee profeſſe our ſelves to be moſt clearly 

ſatisfied in all our judgement?, and are alſo confident the Kingdome will 

herein concurre with us, that as things now ſtand, there is no free nor le- 
gall Pacliament ſitting, being through the aforeſaid violence at preſent 
tuſpended : And that the Orders, Votes, or Reſolutions, forced from the 
Houſes on Munday the 26. of Fly laſt , as alſo all fuch as ſhall paſſe in 

this Aſſembly of ſome few Lords and Gentlemen at Weſt tinſter , under 
whar pretence and colour foever, are void and null, and ought not to be 
ſubmitred unto by the free-borne Subje&s of Englnd. 

And that we may prevent that {lavery deſigned upon us and the Nation, 
that the Kingdome may be reſtored to a happy State of a viſible Govern- 
ment,nery eclipſed and darkened ; wee ho!d our ſelves bound by our duty 
to God and the Kingdome, to bring to condigne puniſhment the Authors 
and Promoters, of that unparalleld violence done to the Parliament ; and 
in that to all the free-borne SubjeCts of England, that are or hereafter ſhall 
be ; and therefore we are reſolved to march up cowards London, where we 
doe expe that the well-afleRed people of that City will deliver up unto 
us, (or otherwiſe put into fate Cultody,fo as they may be reſerved to a le-= 
gall Triall,) the eleven impeached Members tha have againe thruſt them- 
ſelves into the management of publick affaires by this wicked deligne. 

And that all others will give us fuch affiftance therein, that the Mem- 
bers of both Houſes may receive due incouragement to returne to Weſt- 
minſter, there to fit with all freedome, and fo to performe their cruſt , as 
fhall conduce to the ſettlement of this diftrafted Kingdome ; and to in- 
fli& ſuch puniſhments apon theſe late Offenders, as (hall deterce any for 
the future to make the like attempt. 6 
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Oar lives have not been deare unto us for the publick good, and bein 
now reſolved by the aſſiſtance of God, to bring theſe delinquents to their 
deſerved punifaments, as that, then which, there cannot be any thing of 
more publick concernment to the Kingdome, wee truſt(if it ſhall come to 
that, ) our bloud (ball not be accounted too deare a price for the accom- 
pliſhment of it. And if any in the City will ingage themſelves againſt us to 
prote@ theſe Perſons,and fo put the Kingdome againe into a new and mi- 
ſerable Warre. The bloud muſt be laid to the account of ſuch perſons, as 
the Authors thereof. 

And laftly, Becauſe it is the maine Engine of ours and the Kingdomes 
enemies, to render us odious by poſlelling the minds of men,that we gape 
onely after the plunder of this great and wealthy City, as the experience 
of the contrary carriage in all Tewnes that wee have taken yeeldeth unto 
us a Teſtimony beyond the example of any Army, ſo wee doe from our 
hearts declare, that wee abhorre the thoughts thereof, and wee doubt nor 
bat the world ſhall fce our ations an{werable to our profeſſions,and that 
we ſhall not cauſe any wan to ſuffer but by his own default;and that God 
will manifeſt we have only in our eyes,that Juſtice may have a free courle, 
the Parliament a free fitting and voting, and a full vindication of the late 
violence done to them. 

And as for the City of Weſiminſter, the Borough of Southwarke , the 
Hamlets, and the reſt of the Suburbs and out-parts, as wee are informed, 
that they are not ſo ready to engage themſelves in a new warre, as ſome 
would have them, ſo wee are ſenſible of the hard condition that they are 
brought into, even by them that claime a Right againſt both Houſes of 
Parliament, ( a ſtrange claim againſt a Parliament, though more reaſona- 
ble azainſt others, ) not to be (ubjeWted to a 24ilitia without their own 
conſent, and yet will not bz contented, unlefſe they may have others ſub- 
XAcd unto them, and lay what burthens they pleaſe upon them, without 
allowing them any part of vote or conlent with them ; In which points of 
common Righe and Equity, wee (hall not be wanting (in adue way ) to 
affift them for the obtatning of theic juſt defires and immunities, it being 
our chiefe aim to ſertle Peace with Truth and Righteouſfnefſe throughout 
the Kingdome,that none may be oppreſled in his jalt freedome and Liber 
ties, much lefſe the Parliament ir felfe, which things being duly ſtled, we 
fhall bz as ready alſo toafſure unto the King his juſt Rights and authori- 
ty, as any that pretend it never ſo much, for the bett,r upholding of an ill 
cauſe,znd theccuntenance of tumultuous violence a, inſt the Parliament, 

the which our honeſt, juſt, and-neceffary undertakin?, 8, as we are reſolved 
to purſue with the utmoſt hazzard of our lives and fo” rtunes, ſo wee doubt 
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pot, but we fhall find Gods accuſtomed goodneſſe and afſiftance with us 


therein, till wee have brought them to a good and happy concluſion, for 
this poore diſftra&ed and languiſhing Kingdome.

From his Excellency 


S' THO: FAIRFAX 
And the Army under his Command. 


VA OY AR Hen (by the bleſling of God upon the endeavours of 
: IA; this Army, and other forces of the Parliament) the 
af adverſe forces and Garriſons within this Kingdome 
were diſhpated, and reduced, a preſent quiet, and 
freedome of Trade, and all Commerce,and bulinefſe 
reſtored to all parts of the Kingdome, and an hope- 
full way made for fetling of a (ound & laiting Peace, 
; on good termes for the Intereft of the Kingdome,in- 

ſtead of the hoped fruit of our labours, and hazzards, and of the King- 
domes vaſt expence ( in the diſpenſing of Juſtice and Rightecuſ.:efſe, and 
the ſetling and upholding of common Right and freedome to the SubjeRs 
of this Nation )we found immediately the croſſe-workings of a ſtrong and 
prevalent Partie in the Parliament, and Kingdome, who walking ( under 
the maske of the Parliaments friends ;/but being in truth men ct corrupt, 
and private ends, and Intereſts,diflerent from, and deſtruQive to the reall 
and common Intereſt of the Kingdome ) made ule of their power to vb- 
ftru&, and pervert Juſtice, to injure, opprefle, and cruſh the peaceable, 
and well-aff:&ed people of the Kingdome, to abridge and overthrow all 
juſt freedome and libertie, and drive on defignes to fet up a Party, and fa- 
Rion in the Parliament, and Kingdome, and ( by the advantage of a per- 
petuall Parliament ) to domineere over, and in{Jave the Kingdome to po- 
fiecitie. And for that end tomake ſuch a Peace with the King 7:f ny ) as 
='2 wichout 
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without any juſt proviſion for the common and true Intereſt of the peo- 
ple, aad the ſecuritie thereof for future, would ferve onely tomake up, and 
eſtabliſh their own greatneſſe, and the atteRed domination of themſelyee, 
and their Partie over all others. 

To all which ends ( as before this Parliament , the ignominions names 
of Puritan, and Non-conformitſt, and the ſpecious pretences for ſetling of 
O:der, Decencie, and Uniformity in Religion were made uſe of, to the 
prejudicegtrouble,and ſuppreſling of all, that appeared.,either for the Truwh 
and power of Religion, or for the Rights,and Liberties of the Kingdome, 
and towards the advancing at once, both of an Ecclefiaſticall, and Civill 
tyranny. So this generation of men in the application of the Parliaments 
Power (ſucceeding the former in the exerciſe of the Kings, have made uſe 
of the odious names of Browniſts, Anabaptiſts, Independents, Hereticks, Schiſ- 
maticks,or Sefaries of one ſort or other, to blaſt ſnch men,in whom the 
Trath,and power of Religion,or a juſt ſenſe of the common Intereft of the 
Kingdome,hath appeared, and have held forth the pretences of Reforma- 
tion, and Uniformity to colour and countenance their Defignes,of ſetting 
up theic owne irreligious, or | 2 pci domineering faCtion, to the op- 
pretion of all other people; And herein they have had a'great advantage, 
co further their aforeſaid D-ſignes,by reaſon of the jealoufies, which many 
Conſcientious men of the Presbyterian Judgement, have entertained con- 
cerning this Army, and concerning divers other eminent, and worthy In- 
ftruments of the Kingdomes good, who ( being in places of publick truſt 
and power) were ſuppoſed to be of the Independent way. 

[n purſuance of their aforeſaid deſtgnes they endeavoured,and by their 
power and influence upon the Parliament,and the advantage of ſuch pre- 
trences a3 aforeſaid, very much prevailed to put out of all places of power, 
or publick eruſt, the moſt ſober, and conſciencious men, and ſuch as had 
approved themſelves faithfull to the publick intereft throughout all the 
late troubles ; and to put in debauched, and difſolute men, or ſuch as 
wou!d for advantage ſerve their private intereſts; and for that end ( in ca- 
ſes where they could not otherwiſe prevaile ) procured fuch Garrifons to 
be ſlighted,and ſuch powers to be recalled(though more neceſſary to have 
been continued ) which they found in the hands of perſons of the former 
ſort, and ſuch to be contiaued ( though leffe neceffary ) as they found in 
the hands of che later. And the better to ſtrengthen themſelves in their de- 
fignes,clofing with a very powerful party in the Citie of London, they firſt, 
with much aQivitie, endeavoured and prevailed to new modell the Com- 
gron-Councell,and forme the fame to their own party, and then ftirred 


them up to Petition ( among other things concurrent to their ends ) 4 
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the alteration of the City- Alirza, who, by their continnuall,violerit, and' 

preſſing importunitie at the Partiaments doores, wrung from the Parlia- 
ment an Ordinance for that purpoſe,whereby they procured the power of 
that Militia (the ſpecial influence whereof upon the Citie and Kingdome, 
and upon the Parliament ic ſelfe(being the onely guard they had for'their 
ſafe ſitting) is evident to all men, to be taken out of thoſe hands in which 

it had been continuzd without out prejudice, and with great, and known 
ſecurity, and advantage, both co the Parliament, City, and Kingdome, 
ehroughout the late troubles (and this, without any exception, either then 

or fince made againſt them) and to be put iato the hands of ſuch others as 
were ( at beſt ) of doubtfull affeRions to the intereſt of the Parliament, 
and Kingdome, but indeed men given up, and ingaged to the private inte- 
reſts, and defignes of the ſaid faCtious party, as hath fince too evidently 
appeared, and as in the late Declaration of the Army , concerning the 
rounds of our advance towards Lmndoz, is more fully remoattrated, 

| And (finding this Army not for their turnes } they made ic their maine 
' worke to dif-band or breake it in pieces, (even before the reliefe of Ireland 
were provided for , or the peace of this Kingdome fetled. ). And though 
all this went under the pretence ofeafing the preſent burthens of the King- 

| dome, yet at the ſametime they deligned and went aboutto put the Kings 
' dometotheexpence, and trouble of railing and forming a new force ( un- 
| der pretence as for the ſervice of Ireland ) bur evidently deſigned, and fo 
framed as to ſerve their own ends and purpoſes aforeſaid in England, 
And(being many of them filled and ated with perſonall envy, and others 
with malignity of principles and intereſts againſt this Army , and the 

| workeof God by it.) It would not ſerve their turne to breake or diſ-band 
i, but it muſt be with all poſhible diſhonour, injury, oppreſſion,and provo- 
cation that they could put upon it. And it was too evident, that their 
! endeavour was not onely co put it off without the honour, or ſatisfa&ion 
2 daetoit, for the ſervice it had done, but to diſ-band it on ſach termes, as 
{ to ſubjeR, and expoſe all (and even the moſt faithfall)ſervants of the Par- 
liam:nt, and Kingdome, both in the Army, and cl{ewhere, unto oppreſſi- 
01, and undoing,or to the mercy of their own, and fach other mens ma- 
ticious and envenomed ſpirits, which could promiſe no berter ; for the 
more fall and particular D-monftration of all which , wee referre all 
knowing men to the praCices and proceedings againſt this Army , unto 
the times ( by their procurement ) appointed for the dif-banding of it in 
! ſeverall parts, without juſt and equall fatizfa&ion , which have been in 
” part remonſtrated in papers fent from this Army,and publiſhed before our 
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Upon conſideration of all this, and.upon the reſolution, ( which their 
own abuſes and provocations put upon the Army, had raiſed in the whole 
body of it)not to dif- band without further ſatisfa&ion, and (ecurity from 
the like abuſes in future; Wee did in our Repreſentation or Declaration 
ſent from S* Albans, expreſic in generall what things wee delired, ( beſides 
our concernments as Souldiers)to ſee done or provided for,before our diſ- 
banding for the peace of the Kingdome and a fecuring the common rights, 
and liberties thereof, which wee were called out to defend and vindicate, 
and had ſolong tought tor. Andhaving ( therewithall ) impeached feve- 
rall Members of the houſe of Commons for their unjuſt praQifes and de- 
hgnes to ſhch purpoſes asare before. exprefſed,and for indeavoring in pro- 
ſecution thereof to ingage this Kingdome ina new warrezwee added {ome 
turther defires for the prevention of that miſchiete(of a new warre) to the 
Kingdome,and for our own preſent ſecuritie from immediate ruine, while 
thoſe other things might be treated on or conſidered. And upon the grant- 
ing of ſomeat them inpart, and hopes given of ſome others ( though we 
could not obtaine the reſt,and eſpecially not that which we held molt juſt, 
equall and neceſſarie; viz. T he poſitive fuſpention of thoſe Impeached mem- 
bers from {i:ting in the Houſe,as Judges in their own cauſe,and from their 
power in Committees, whereby they bad th'advantage to raile warre a- 
sainſt us,and to make new diſturbances in the Kingdome,yet)the ſaid im- 
peached Members pretending to withdraw themſelves from the Parlia» 
ment, untill their cauſes ſhould be heard and tryed, and the Houſe giving 
confent thereto ; Wee, out of our tendernefle to Parliament Privilidges, 
and our earneſt defires to yeeld all obſervance to the Parliament and fatif- 
faction to the Citie (who pretended. a full goncurrence with us in our de- 
clared deſires for ſettling the peace and liberties of the Kingdome ) did at 
the Parliaments command, and the Cities requeſt, withdraw che Army 
to the defired diſtance from London, and diſperſed ic further to feverall 
parts of the Kingdometor the eaſe ofthe Countrey , and proceeded in a 
peaceable and regular way; to prepare & proſecute more particular Char- 
ges againſt the ſaid Impeached members, which within a few dayes after 
wee accordingly ſent up to the Houſe : And the faid Impeached Members, 
(having put in a delatorie anſwer thereto with a pl-a and demurre to di- 
vers particulars therein ) pretended, that ( toavoyd any diſturbance or 
interruption to the preſent proceedings for ſettling the pablicke affaires, 
by the interpoſall of their private cauſe, ) they deſired leave and paſſes to 
travell for ſome Monthes, which accordingly the Speaker of the Houfe of 
Commons was ordered or authorized to give them, and wee ( preſuming 
on the Houſes caution tor their forth-comming to be tryed, when _ at- 
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faires of the Kingdome were ſettled ( which opon their firſt motion of 
withdrawing wee had in{ifted on, ) did nor gaineſay. And thereupon we 
proceeded in a quiet and hopefall way to prepar' more particular propo- 
falls (in perſuance of our former generall defires )-for the preſent ſerling 
of the peace of the Kingdome to be tendred to the Commiſſioners of Par- 
liament reſiding with the Army for that purpoſe. But finding that while 
wee were thus peaceably proceeding, the ſaid impeached members ( not- 
wirhſtanding their pretended defires to travell)did continue in and about 
London very a&ive and bulie to raiſe warre, or make diſturbances in the 
Kingdome, and that the Committee of the 4:litis there did comply with 
them therein (by daily liſting of men and other preparations towards 
warre, and (heltring to that end, yea, and entertaining into ſervice thoſe 
ſame Reformadoes, who ( by Ocdinance of Parliament,) were by them to 
have been put out of the Lines of Communication) and finding continuall 
jealouſies and diſturbances to our ſaid proceedings , bred in the Army by 
the daily reports and alarms thereof from the Citie, wee made a particular 
addrefle to theParliament for the reſtoring of che Citie Militiz into thoſe 
bands, in whichit was before the Ordinance of the fourth of May laſt. 
For the reaſonablenefſe of our defires wherein, fuppoling chat we had ſuch 
cauſe to infiſt on ſome remoyall of that power out of the hands in which 


) it was then put as here beioreis partly expreſt, and in our late Declara- 
tion is more fully ſet forth ) wee dare confidently appealeto all men (nog 


engaged or prejudiced againlt uz)whether,tor the preſent ſafety and quiet 


| ofthe City upon ſuch a change, and to prevent thoſe dzngers or diltur- 


bances to,or in the City, which the want of a 4ik:1i2during the nteryall 
( betwixt the cealing of one, and new forming, of another ) might give oc-

there could be any propoſall more reaſonable or hopetull to beget a con- 
filence and acquiecſcence{ as tothat point,) both in the Parliament, Citie, 
and Army, then to have that power reſtored ( tor the preſent ) into thoſe 
| hands of whoſe fidelity to-rhe common intereſt, we had all found fy am 

{ Ple and un veſtioned proofe throughour'the molt danger ns times £ upon 


| our addreffe therefore to the Pariiament for that purpoie { the Army be- 
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ivg at ſuch diſtance as aforeſaid ) both Houſes were pleaſed on the 23. of 
July laſt, to paſſe an Ordinance for returning of the Militia into thoſe 
handz,and repealing the Ordinance of the 4. of May, by which it had been 
changed as before : hereupon hoping all would quietly ſucceed to a ſettle- 
ment Mm this Kingdome, wee went on ſecurely to Gail, our Propoſalls for 
that purpoſe, ( the heads whereof have been ſince publiſhed) withdrew the 
head- quarter to a further diſtance , diſperſed the Army to larger Qunar- 
ters for more eaſe tothe Countrey, and upon a recommendation ot the 
buſineſſe of Feland fromthe Parliament, wee had in lefſe then a weekes 
ſpace prepared and ordered a conſiderable force (no lefſe then 4o0o.horſe 
and foot, as Sir Thomas Temple, employed from the Parliament about that 
bulineſſe to us,can teſtifie ) tor a preſent reliefe thereunto : Bat the reſtlefle 
and treacherous malice of the enemies to our and the Kingdomes peace, 
( raking their ſuppoled advantage of our diſtance, and diſperfed poſture 
( which their faire pretences of peaceable intentions had induced us into} 
firſt, they did wichour all colour of authority, contrive and (et on foot in 
the City, and many of them entred into a miſchievous and deſperate vow 
and ingagement, tending to che ſubverſion of the freedome of Parliament, 
and the liberties of this Nation, to the fruſtrating of thoſe juſt and pub- 
lick ends,for which ſo much bloud and treaſure hath been ſpilt,and ſpent, 
in the late Warres, and to the railing of a new Warre againſt the Parlia- 
ment and their Army (which faid ingagement both Houſes of Parliament, 
did by their Declaration of the 23. of July, adjudge and declare to be high 
Treaſon in all that (hou!d promote or abet the ſame ; and within a few 
dayes after, ( to wit, on Munday 7xly 26.) there was a Petition brought to 
the Pacliament, by the Sheriftes, and ſome Aldermen, and Common- 
Councell-men, in the name of the City of London, for the recalling of che 
ſaid Ordinance of the 23. of July,concerning the 14:/:tia, and the return- 
ing of the 141:;::4 into thoſe hands, in which it was pur by the Ordinance 
of the 4. of May, which Petition was immediately tollowed and backed 
with a tumultuous sonfluence of Apprentices, and other diffolute and de- 
{perate perſons, who committed moſt horrid and unheard of violence up- : 
on beth Hcuſes, inforcing them to recall both the ſaid Declaration of the - 
three and twentieth day of Jay, ( concerning the ſaid engagement : ) and 
alſo the ſaid Ordinance of the ſame date, concerning the AGlitia, and © 
compelling the Speaker of the Houſe of Commons to reſume the Chaire, | 
after the Houſe was adjourned, and the Houſe to paſſe fuch further Votes © 
concerning the Kings preſent coming to London, &c. as the ſaid Rioters * 
did pleaſe, neither the Guard from the City, that then attended the Hou- © 
ſes, nor the Lord Mayor, Sheriffes, or any Authority in the City (thong ; 
ent 
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ſent to for that purpoſe ) taking any AR ſuppreſſe the ſaid tumule, 
or relieve the Parliament againſt that violence, though it was continued 
for the {pace of cight or ten houres- 

And the Houſes having next day adjourned till Friday, Fuly 30, 
There were printed Tickers fixed upon poſts, in and abour the Ciry the 
day before, inviting the ſame perſons to the like confluence at Weſtminſter, 
againſt che Houſe,next meeting, all which hath been more fully and more 
aſſuredly made known, by the Declaration of the Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons concerning the fame, 

By this meanes the Speakers of both Houſey, together with moſt of the 
Lords, anda very great number of the moſt fairthfull and unqueſtioned 
Members of the Houſe of Commons were driven away, fo as they could 
not with ſafety attend their ſervice in Parliament, nor with freedome dif- 
charge their truſt ro the Kingdome therein, but were forced to fly ro their 
Army for ſafety, ſo as there was not, nor could then be, any free meeting 
or legall proceeding of a Parliament. Notwichſtanding which divers 
Members of both Houſes, ( who by the carriage and ſequell of the buft- 
nefſe, will appeare to be of che ſame party and confederacy with the afore- 
ſaid Enemies to our and the Kingdomes peace, and with the Authors and 
Actors both of the ſaid treaſonable ingagement, and the tumvltuous force 
upon the Parliament. ) Taking this opportunirie of time, to carry on 
their deſignes, when very few were lefr, butof their owne party, did 
continue to meet in the uſuall places in Weſtminſter. And ( having under 
prerence of a neceſſity for continuing the Parliamenr, by adjournement, 
they drawn in fome tew well-minded Members to fir with them, out of a 
(cruple leaſt the Parliament ſhould fall for want of adjournement, ) took 
upon them the name of both Houſes of Parliament. 

And having on Friday Fuly 30. choſen a new Speaker, did proceed

{hall for preſent give a tafte in ſome particulars, hoping chat ſhortly the 
whole Journall of their proceedings may be made publick. 

Firſt, the ſaid Members of the Houſe of Conumons (conveening as a» 
foreſaid ) immediately Voted and called in( as to the ſervice of the 
Houſe, the Eleven impeached Members, And alfo thoſe who upon former 


| Votesof the Houſe were ſuſpended, or under Queſtion to be put out for 


Delinquency, and had pur in their caſes z wich this pretended Houle cf 


2? Commons thus cor1pofed, and foure or five Lords of the fame Modell 
! (for an houſe of Peaces ) they proceed to ſetup a Committee for (afety, 
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( whereof almoſt all of the (aid ef Members were apart ) this * 
Commirtee they appointed to joine with that fame pretended Committee *' 
of the Ci:y 4ilitiz, whoſe power was obtained only by the tumultuous 
force and violence aforeſaid ; To theſ: Committees the moſt or many of 
their proceedings referre, and by divers pretended Votes, Orders, and 
Ordinances, procured in the name ot one or both Houſes of Parliament, 
large powers were given tothele rwo Commitrees for railing of Forces, 
appointing chiete Commanders and other Officers, and other vaſt, unli- 
mited, and unufuall powers were given them, all tending to rhe raiſing 
and levying ofa new Warre within this Kingdome: upon which many 
forces both of Horſe and Foot, were aftually levyed, and other prepara- 
tions of Warre made ; all which, thar chey were intended and leflened 
in Juttificarion, proſecution, and maintenance of the aforeſaid treafonable 
engagement, and of the {aid force and violence done to the Parliament, or 
of the very ſameend: and intereſts, and ro oppole and hinder the reſlj- 
tarion of the Hou'es of Parhameat, to their honour and freedome and 
rhe advance of this their Army for that purpoſe ( being then upon a 
March, Beſides the conſideration of the perſons, into whoſe hands theſe 
powers were committed. Ir is abundantly evident many other wayes, 
but eſpecially by that Declaration of the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen and 
Conimon-councell of London, which was firſt, by that pretended Commit- 
tee of ſafety, ordered, and then by the pretended Houſes ( without reading 
a word of it ) approved to be publiſhed inthe Pariſh Churches, with an 
exhortation to the people to take up Armes, in maintenance of the ends 
therein expreſked, which (though the pretence were for the defence of the | 
King, Parliament and City, then alledged to be in great danger, (when | 
as indeed none were indanger, but only the Authors, A&ors, and Abetrors |; 
of the traiterous practiſes aforeſaid, yer ) the trueerds thereof appeare 
clearely'to be the {zme with the {aid treaſonable ingagement, and rumule 
againſt the Parliamenr, all of chem concentring ( asin other things, ſo ef> © 
peciallyin this) viz. To have the King brought upto London wi h'#t delay, © 
or any neayer approach of the Army. And to all theſe, the ſucceeding Votes of 
the pretended outes,for the ſame thing did ſpecdily eccho the ſame note: 
Concerning which matrer{not toexamin? che alteration of che caſe,fince 
both Houfes, and both Kingdomes a}/o ( of Evg/and 20d Scotland ) refol- 
ved, that it was not ſafe the King ſhould come ro London, untill he had © 
given farisfa&ion and ſecurity to his pcople in relationto thoſe pubilick ? 
ends,for which ſo much loud and rreaſure had been [pent) we ſhall only 
fay thus much to thoſe mens inter:10ns and defignes in the buſineſſe: That © | 
had the King come up to Londor:( as they have ſo oft defircd and mom | 
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ted) it is apparent they intended and would have made uſe of it, rather 
ro lay the ſtronger foundations of a new Warre (upon the ruines of that 
publick intereſt contended for inthe former, and of all thoſe that had 
with moſt candor, clearenele, and ſimplicity of heart, appeared and aQ- 
ed for the ſame , then any way to ſettle thereby a ſafe and well-grounded 
peace. And fince they could not rationally expe fo eaſie an obtaining of 
the King3 perſon to L9-d9y, upon ſuch a pretended Vote or Declaration 
of their detire thereof, it is as evident that they could intend nothing 
thereby, but a more plauſible pretence, and foundation of quarrell againſt 
this Army, whereby to ingage or incline to their aſſiſtance the Kings par- 
ty, and ſuch others, who might be catcht with the apprehenſion thereof, 
as a ſpeedy way to Peace ( the thing ſo generally longed for ) and by ſuch 
aſſiſtance gained the Vetter to ruine this Army, and thoſe faithfall Mem- 
bers of Parliamerit, who were retired to it. For our parts we ſhall re- 
joice as much as any, to ſee the King brought back to his Parliament ( and 
that ) not ſo much in place, as in atteion and agreement on ſuch ſound 
termes and grounds, as may render toth Him and the ' Kingdome, fafe, 
quiet and happy, and ſhall be as ready as any to bring his Majeſty ro Lon- 
don, when his being there may be likely to produce { not greater diſtur- 
bances, but ) a Peace indeed. And that fiich as may not ( with the ſhip- 
wrack of publick intereſt ) be ſhaped and moulded only to the private 
advantages of a particular party or faftion. But botromed cheifly on 
grounds of common and publick welfare and ſecurity. And if ( without 
regard to theſe conſiderations ) we would have brought his Majeſty with 
us to Zondon, in our late advance thither ( which our enimies could -not 
hinder or prejudice us in ) we had no cauſe to doubt, but ( as to men ) 
we might have had all the advantages which our adverſaries promiſed 
to themſelves, thereby added to the ſtrength and intereſt of the Army, 
and have inverted the diſadvantages npon them that they intended a- 
gain(t us thereby ; ſo as his Majeſtics fo much defired ro come to Loader, * 
might have been much to their prejudice, and our advantage and ſecurity, 
if we had regarded only our owne particulars. 

But ( as at preſent our conſciences beare cleare witneſles to our ſelves,) 
fo we wope God will in the iflne make it cleare ro others, that we have 
not minded,nor been ating our owne workes or intereſts, but the King- 
domes,and every honeſt mans in it. Mean while (to return to our parpoe) 
we thinke it 15 ſntfictently cleared, that the proceedings of thoſe members, 
or the major part of them ( that continued to lit at Weſtminſter during 
the abſence of the Speakers ) the powers by them given, the forces there- 
upon levied, and other preparations of Warre thereupon made, were all 
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deſigned anddriven onin —eokeen aid maintenance ofthe ſaid trea- 
ſonable ingagement, and of the force done npon the Parliament, or for 
the ſame ends and intereſt with them, and to oppoſe the adyance of this 
Army towards London, for reſtitution of rhe Parliament to hononr and 
freedome, and indeed to raiſe a new warre in the Kingdome againſt the 
Parliament and their Army for the deſtrution thereof. And the ſame 
may ( yet further ) appear by this that thoſe very Apprentices, Reforma- 
does, and others about the City, who were the cheite aftors in the ſaid 
ingagement and tumult, were afterwards moſt truſted and imployed, and 
moſt, active in their preparations for War, 

By what we have here ſaid and what hath been declared and publiſhed 
from us, and from the Speakers, and aforeſaid Members of both Houles, 
and by the whole ſeries of our owne, and our eneftties actions and carri- 
ages, ( compared together ) it may appeare how tender we have been not 
only of the authority and juſt Priviledges of Parliament, and of the ſafe- 
ty, Peace, and welfare both of the Kingdome and the City, butevento- 
wards thoſe our enemies themſelves(ſeeking only things neceiliry for the 
common good of the whole, ( and that if poſſible) without ruine or hart 
to any, and yet how maliciouſly and unworthily we have that while been 
dealt withall by thoſe our enemies, and by a fatious and powerfull par- 
ty { eſpecially ) in Parliament and City combining with them : And what 
cleare cauſe we have had both for all that we have formerly defired or 
done in prevention of our owne ruine and the Kingdomes diſturbance, 

and alſo what juſt grounds for our late advance to Lowdov. The 
| good ſervice whereof ( eſpecially in reſtoring the Parliament into a 
condition of ſafety, honour and freedome, thereby hath been, ( without 
any ſeeking of ours ) acknowledged by both Houſes with thankes to us, 
and publick thankeſgiving to the Almighty forit; And a further truſt 
hath been thereupon committed to the Generall for taking care with his 
. Army to ſafe-guard the Parliament, 

The Houſes being thus reſtored to a condition of preſent ſafety, honor 
and freedome ; Two things ſeem clearly remaining to be done { which 
our owne and moſt mens expecations are molt ſet upon ) v:z. 

Firſt, to vindicate the honour, freedome, and ſafety of i arliament from 
the like affronts or violences in future, and the Army and Kingdome from 
danger of the like diſturbances( whilſt things ſhall be in a debate or trea- 
ty for a ſettlement) and then to proceed unto a ſpeedy ſettlement of the 
peace of the Kingdome, 

The latter of theſe is firſt in our intentions ( being neareſt to the ulti- 
mate end, And we {hal earneſtly defire in order therunto,the propoſals of 
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the Army ( whereof the heads are hed )may be ſpeedily conſidered 
and brought to a reſolution. Bur conlidering that the debates of them may 
take up ſome timeere they b: agreed on all hands, and the framing of 
them into Bils, and perfeCting of the ſame will require much more, Some- 
thing mult firlt be done in the former for a preſent ſecurity to the Par- 
lament from like affronts or violence, and to the Army and Kingdome 
from the like diſturbances to the peace thereof by any farther advantage, 
which the time like to be ſpent in the ſerling of peace, may aftord to our 
watchfull, reſtlefle, and { we doubt ) implacable enemies. 

Firſt, therefore to thoſe ends ( unleſle it ſhould be thought fit to ſecure 
the Parliament by keeping the whole body of the Army, or ſo great a 
part thereof, to remain continually inand about London, as might be ſure 
to over-power any future tumults or force that may ariſe out of the City 
and caſe of the parts adjacent, nor the ſafety of the Kingdome in reſpeR 
of the preſent poſture ofattaires will admit 

It is abſolutely neceſſary that there be ſpeedy and exemplary juſtice 
done upon ( art leaſt ) the cheif authors or abettors of the ſaid treaſonable 
engagement, and of the ſaid force done to the Parliament, and upon the 
chief aQors, in_ maintenance and proſecution thereof { whereby men 
may be deterred from the like in future. 

And this is alſo as neceſſary to the ſecurity of the Army, and peace of 
the Kingdome, fince it is apparent by all that hath been ſaid, and by infi. 
nite other evidences ( too many to recount.) Thar both the ſaid ingage- 
ment, and the force done to the Parliament, and the power of the City 
militia thereby gained, and the ſucceeding votes and orders of the preten- 
ded Houſes ( but indeed of that faQtion that are our profeſſed enemies) 
in maintenance and proſecution thereof, and the Forces thereupon levi- 
ed, ( put underthe command of Major Gen. aſſey and others our pro- 
feſſed adverſaries) were all deſigned and direfted to the ruine and deſtrg- 
Rion of this Army, and the railing of a new war againſt us in this King- 
dome ; And having had ſuch experience of their reſtlefſe malice and cru- 
ell intentions towards us ( notwithſtanding our rendernefle and lenir 
towards them ) and of their treacherous dealing ( ſo ſoon as they thought 
they had the advantage ) notwithſtanding all their ſemblances of com- 
pliance to a compoſure ; what reaſonis there to expeR, but that if by our 
patience and delays they apprehend in future the like or other advantage, 


they will break out againe into the like or worſe attempts of yio- 


lence and war, if all eſcape with -impunity for theſe. 
Bur, as to this point of ſecurity by exemplary juſtice in an ordinary 
way, we {ce our hopes almoſt fruſtrated, whilſt ( though our: defires: and' 
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reſolutions to that purpoſe expreſt in our late Declaration of the prounds 
of our advance towards London, were then ſeconded with the declared 
approbatioh atid coticurrent refolutioris of the Speakers and Menibers of 
both Houſes that were driven away to the Artyy, atd with their ingage. 
ment to live and die with us therein. And though in purſuarice thereof 
che Righc Honourable Houſe of Peers, have fince their reſtitution began 
and proceeded to declare null and void all that was done in the name of 
both Holifes, while they 1lay under the power of that tuinultuous vio - 
lence, and co give their more atthentick apprubarion co our faid Declara. 
rioh made in bchalfe of the faid Speakers and M-mbers while they were 
with the Army, and in behalte of the honour and freedome of the Parlia- 
ment, ahd to give their like approbation to the concurrent Declaration 
and Engagement of the ſaid Speakers and Members made to us while they 
were with us ; yet the Houſe of Commons have not only concurred with 
the Lords in any of thoſe things, but tather ſeem to have caſt them aſide ; 
ard upon the Queſtion concerning thoſe very Votes of ily 26. ro which 
the Houſes were by the ſaid violence inforced, [ whecher they ſhculd be 
declared null and void] it was cattied in the Negative, that the Queſtion 
ſhould fiot be pnr in; by the conſequences whereof ( which' are man 
wayes very ſad to this poor Kingdome, and more then we can recount ; 
and by all ſubſequent proceedings in that Houſe in relation tothe whole 
buſinefſe, we clearly find chat the Members of that Houſe, who ( after the 
violence done to it, and during the abſence of the Speaker and the other 
Mertibers chereby driven away ) proceeding in the naine of that Houſe as 
aforeſaid, procured the pretended powers, and did make the pretended 
Votes, Orders and @rdinances aforementioned, and ( many of them )were 
chiefe aRors thereupon for the levying of warre in profecution and main- 
tenance of the aforeſaid treaſonable Engagement and force done ro the 
Parliament, and for the oppoſing, reſiſting and deſtroying of this the 
Parliaments Army in its advance to London, for thereſticution of the Par- 
Tiathent to its honour and freedome, being confcious of their owne guilt, 
and danger thereby ; yet preſuming on their intereſt in the Houſe, and the 
partetice and leniry of this Army, do continue to intrude themſelves to 
fit and Vote there, and by their preſent intereſt in the Houſe, do ufe their 
utmoſt endeavours and very much prevaile to obſtruft and avoid the 
bringing of any to juſtice who have a&ed under their pretended autho- 
rity, ( knowing it to be their owne caſe and concernement in point of 
impunity, as well as conducency to their fa&tion and intereſt ) And for 
that cauſe they labour ( as for life ) to uphold the things paſt and done; 


and the authorities given by them and their ta&ion ( in their and the 
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Apprentices pretended Parliament, )yea event thoſe, yery Votes and ay- 
thorities wreſted from the Parliamear by that palpable force of Jnly 26, 
to be good and valid till they be repealed ( as if paſt in a free and legall 
Parliament, ) In which point and all Queſtions touching upon ir, we find 
they preſume upon, and are ſtrengthened by the concurrence of divers 0. 
ther Members, who having ( perhaps with barmeleſſe intentions, ) conti- 
nued to fic wich them during che ſpeakers abſence as aforeſaid, ( cthoug 
they conſented not to any of their miſchievous Votes, Orders, or Treaſo- 
rable proceedings aforementioned { may yet feare themiſe]ves, t9 be invol- 
ved inthe ſame caſe and danger by having fate with rhemy and thuz by the 
concurrence of theſe twopartyes in the Houſe, ( as to that point ) and 
the intereſt which both theſe partyes haye with others in the Houſe ( eſpe- 
cially upon a matter of ſaving one another, ) and by the partiall reſpetts 
of ſome others in the Houſe, for the . ſaving of cheir friends out of rhe 
Houſe, who have a&ed under the authority, and for the evill ends afore- 
mentioned, we find an abſolute obtrudon to the bringing to juſtice, or 
queſtioning of any who bave ated inthe late JING of warre againk us, 
and againſt the Vindicarion of the Parliaments freedome, or in the (aid 
T reaſonable ingagements, yea, Or an abetment of the tumultuous violence 
upon the Parliamenr it ſelfe, neither can we figd or heare of any one per- 
fon brought co juſtice or queſtian for-any of theſe rhings, bur all ſeem to 
be either juſtifyed, or at leaſt proreRed from Iuftice by the power and. 
prevalence of rhoſe Members in Parliament, who are({ many of them, as: 
we can make appeare ) equally guilty of, and ( others. ) io ſome kind qb- 
noxiuus for the ſamerhings; and thus not anly our juſt expeRarions of 
Vindication to the Parliament, and ſecurity to our ſelves and -rbe King- 
d mefrom the like creafonable and gusbulent /praRifes in future, (1 
Exemplar juſtice tor wharbathbeen ſo done are fruſtrated, bureven the 
Gafety and immunitie of the Speakers, and thoſe faithful Membersof bath 
Houfcs that were driven away by the violence aforeſaid, and che immuni- 
tieofche Army in advancing ito Loudon, .to bring them back and reſtore 
the Parliament toitshonour:and freedome,; (-which have been acknow« 
led :ed, witii publick Thankeſgiving ro-Godtor it as aforeſaid ) & fubje- 
&ed ard expoſed to queſtion ( wherein theirs and ours and che Kingdoms - 
enemies obtrude rk-mſelves to be the Tudges;( for it choſe pretended 
Vos, Ocdcrs and Ordinances, whereby warre was levied againſt them 
2nd us, were chen-gond and walid (thoughghey ſhould now jberepealed, 
ye) we,wich the Speakers, and thoſe Members aforeſaid, in.oppoling of 
them while they wereof force, muſt needs xemainerranſgreffors Ill , and 
yer God and wz are rho :d for it. | what a Modck:;is:this to God ” 
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wan ? ] but to returne to the more ſerious conſideration of our caſe, jn 
relation to the ſecuritie of the Parliament, Kingdome and our ſelves, a- 
gainſt the like carbulent and treaſonable praftiſes in future, fince by the 
means aforeſaid, no fecuritie by exemplary juſtice can at preent be had 
( to deterre any fromthe like) we wiſh all men to conſider what ftraights 
we are in this cafe pur upon. 

Thar which is the maine worke of the Kingdome, and which we moſt 
earneſtly thirſt for and attend upon : ( viz. the ſetling of a peace and con- 
lideration of our Propoſals in Order thereumto, ) will aske time co bring 
ic toan iffue, and that done, the relieving or remedying of the preſiing 
grievances of the Kingdome, will rake up and require the fitting of the 
Parliament for ſome further time, though upon the ſerling of a peace, a 
period be ſet for the certaine ending of ir. ) Now for the body of this Ar- 
my, or fo great apart of ir ( as may ſerve to over-power any future tu. 
mules or force that may ariſe in or from the City to continue hereabours 
ſo long, the condicion of the Countrey hereabouts, and the nceeſlities of 
the City ( in point of proviſion ) cannot well beare ir, and ( we doubr ) 
Forraign forces( that are already upon the wing ) and turbulent Spirics 
that in ſeverall parts of the Kingdome are beginning inſurre&ions ( if we 
continue fixed here ) will have ſuch opportunity and take ſuch encou- 
razement there-from, as that they may ere long neceffarily call us off, 
fhould we now or hereafter ( while the Parliament firs ) draw off the 
Army from about the Ciry( without exemplary juſtice upon ſome z would 
not the ſame or more dangerous tumulrs and violences probably rerurne 
upon the Parliament, andthe like or worſe praQices of raifing a new 
war be revived (with more advantage to our enemies, more danger to us 
and the Kingdome, and leffc hopes of appeaſing ir fo eaſily and happily 
as the former ) while the ſame violent and faious ſpirits both in the Par- 
liament and elſewhere ſhall continue in the ſame power and opportunities 
as formerly, and both they and all others ſhall have before their eyes the 
encouragement of that impunity and prote&ion( yea rather that Juſtifi 
cation, ) which they have hitherto found from : within the Parliament ic 
ſelfe in the paſt praiſes aforementioned, though as groſlely treaſonable 
as any they can hereafter run into ? ſhould we or any others ( forthe ob- 
taining of exemplary juftice upon ſome } proceed ro impeach any for 
their paſt treaſonable praftices, what hopes of juſtice or of a timely dif- 
patch therein can we have; while ſuch a prevailing party of men, inter- 
efſed and concerned in the ſame things, ſhall in the Houſe of Commons 
continue to be Judges thereof, or at leaſt be ready to avow and juſtifie che 


offendors therein, as having a&ed, under their pretended authority ? = 
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his {traight therefore (though weever have been and fall be moſt render 
of all juſt priviledges ot Parliamenr, yet) finding the root of theſe and -& 
cher difficalties to the Parliament, Kingdom, & our ſelves to lie in this,viz, 
That thoſe Members of the Houſe of Communs, who ( during the forced 
abſ.nce of the Speakers of both Houſes) continuing to fi nd a as a Par- 
tiament, did procure and conſent tothe pretended Votes , Orders and 
O:;dinances afore-mentioned for levying of war, and that ( asis before de- 
monſtrated) in dire& protecution or maintenance of che fore-faid treaſo- 
nable Engag.* nent, and the violencedone to the Parliament, and for the 
oppoling, reliſting, and deſtroying of this the Parliaments Army in its ad- 
vance towards London, ( to returne the Speakers and Members of both 
Houſes which were driven away , and the Houſes themſelves to their ho- 
ncur and freedome) and who are thereby , and by cheic late owning and 
avowing of che ſame, and many of them (as we can prove) by aQing per- 
ſonally in the ſaid treaſonable-praftifes, become pzriies to the ſame , due 
yet take the bol dnl to fit and Vote in Parliament,efpecially in the Houle 
of Commons. Wee ſay, finding the main roote of our difhculties and dan- 
gers to lye in this. 

Firſt, we appealeto all men , whether ir be juſt or tolerable , that any 
priviledge of Parliament ſhould ( contrary to the Law of nature ) make a 
man judge in his owne cafe and concernment ; and wee wiſh thoſe Mem- 
bers themfelves to confider if we had come to engagement with the Forces 
raiſed by vertue of their pretended Vertes and Ordinances,. and that thous 
ſands had been {liirve, and we had made our way by the (word) whether 
they would then have expected to have ſateas Judges upon us thereirg? 
and we are ſure it is no thanks to them that it hath beene otherwiſe, and 
had wee tound thoſe Membersin Armes againſt us, and fubdued and ta- 
ken them , whether had they not beene in the condition of priſoners of 
Warre ? andif ſo)then having put Armes into the hands of others againſt 
us, and ſtill maintaining ir , whether can they in ſri juſtice challenge 
any better condition from us ? butthat (contrariwile) we ſhould ſuffer ei- 
cher that thoſe whom by the courſe of Warre, ( which they had choſe to 
engagein againſt us.) wee might juſtly make our priſoners ; ſhould in a 
courfe of Law become our Maſters and Commanders , ot that choſe who 
the other day did in an hoſtile manner endeavour to have beene our Exe- 
cutioners, (ſhould (now we have by force broke their preparations againſt 
as) become our Judges (we ſuppoſe no reaſonable man , nor themlelyes, 
(when they well conf1*er it) can expeR from us, 

Upon all thele Conſiderations of the juſtneſſe of the Cauſe, and the ne- 
ceſliry of the thing , for the ſafety of the Parliament , Kingdome and this 

T Army, 
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Army ; (having no other way left timely to remedy the difficultier'we are- 


put upon, or prevent the growing dangers of future violence unto the 
Parliament , and diſturbances to the Kingdome , or to ſecure the Parlia- 
ment in a quiet proceeding to ſettle the peace cf the Kingdome ; And (in 
ſuch caſe the ſaf« ty of the people being the Supream Law) we doe proteſt 
and declare , Thar if any ofthoſe Members , who during the abſence of 
the Speakers, aad the reſt of the Members of both Houſes ( forced away 
by the tumultuous violence aforeſaid ) did fit and Vote in the pretended 
Houſes then continuing at V Veſtminſter, ſhall hereafcer intrude themſelves 
ro fit in Parliament (before they ſhall have given ſatisfa&ion to the reſpe- 


Rive H- uſes, wherefore they are concerning the grounds of their ſaid lit-- 


ting at Veſiminſter,during the abſence of the {aid Speakers, & ſhal have ac- 
quitted themſelves by ſufficient evidence, That they did not procure or 
give their conſent unto any of thoſe pretended Votes, Orders, or Ocdi- 
nances tending to the railing and levying of a war (as is before declared) 
or for the Kings comming forth- with to London) we cannot any longer 
ſuffer the ſame , but ſhall doe that right to the Speakers and Members of 
both Houſes who were driven away to us, and to our ſelves with them, 
(all whom the ſaid other Members have endeavouredin an hoſtile man- 
ner, moſt unjuſtly todeſtroy) and alſo to the Kingdome which they en- 
deavoured toembroylein a new War,) as to take ſome ſpeedy and effe&u- 


all courſe whereby to reſtrain them from being their owne, curs, and the 
Kingdomes Judges in thoſe things wherein they have made themſelves

| A Letter from Hampton-Court containing the ſub- 


ſtance of His Majeſties moſt Gracious Anſwer to the 
Propoſsrions, preſented to him from both Kingdomes. 


Right Honourable, 


Ty Commiſlioners of both Kingdomes came hither on Tueſday night 
laſt, September 7. inſtant, & delivered a Letter to the reſt of the Com- 
miſſioners whom they found here with His Majeſty from both Houles of 
Parliament , that the ſaid Propoſitions ſhould be preſented to the King 
that nighr, and that the Scots Commillioners would be there to joyn with 


them to preſent them to his Majeſty. 


They alſo {hewed the inftruQions from the Houſes to their fellow-Com- 
T : miſkoners, 
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miſſtoners, which were to preſent them that nig't, 8nd to certifie His Ma- 
Je(ty that they were to exp-A a policive Anſ'ver chereunto within ſix days 
The Scots Commiltioners were alſo here ready to joyne with ours in pre- 
ſenting them co His M ;jeſty. 

Abour five of che clock that night they all came to the King. The Prince 
E'eQor had been there, bit was returned to Richmond, His Majeſties chil- 
dren were allo there, who had dined with His Majeſty that day, and the 
Countefſe of Northamberl2ns with them, and they were then with his Ma- 
Jeſty, being not at that time returned to Sion Houſe, And Mr. Maxvi!l 
was then come to the Court, who is Chaniberlain to his Majeſty. 

The Commiſſi>ners acquainted his Majeſty with their Mefſage from 
both Kingdomes, and delired audience, which his Majeſty —_ » and 
preſently met them in one of the chambers where His Majeſty was with 
his Children : and there the Propoſitions were preſented and read ; and 
his Majeſty told them that hee would give them an Anſwer; as ſoone as 
he could. 

Then the King wich-drew for ſome time, ſo that His Majeſty went late 
to Supper that night, The Commiſſioners wrote letters to the Houſes to 
acquaint them what was done, and what his Majeſty ſaid, and deſired that 
they might all returne to the Pariiament when his Majeſty gave them a 
diſpatch. 

Wedneſday, Septemb. 8.inſtant, the King was up early in the moraing, 
being very deſirous to diſpatch the Commiſſioners with all poſlible ſpeed, 
his Mijeſty walked forth a little before Dinner, and fo a little againe in 
the after-noone to refre{h himſelfe ; Divers came from Londen, and elſc- 
where, and ſome obtained leave to kiffe his Majefties hand. 

Tharſday, Sept, 9. His Majeſty called for the Commiſſioners , and 
gave an Anſwer ro them, which is to this effeft : 

That His Majeſty takes notice of theſe Propoſitions to be very little

jeſty returned Anſwer when he came to Holdenhy, That his Majeſty con- 
ceives they cannot bur take notice of the Propoſalis of the Army, which all 
rationall men cannot but confefle are much more reaſonable, and ten- 
ding to a firme and feiled Peace. And therefore his Majeſty deſires that 
Cummilſtoners from: the Parliament, and Commiſtioner s from the Army 
may be fent to His'Majeſty to treatwich him upon4che Propoſallsfrom' the 
Army, that a firm Peace may beſerled.

Which we hereby thought fit to publiſh as a cleare maniteſtation of our 
diſlike ; and diſavowing ſuch principles or purpoſes.
